E D I T O RVS APOLOGY. 



THE gccat importance of the caufe, in the 
procefs of which the following depofi-^ 
tions have been taken, hath excited fo univerfal 
ah attention, that an apology may'eafily he 
made for their publication, by thofe, whofe 
pro&£ion it is to contribute to the gratifica<* 
tion of public curiofity. 

It may be objeded, indeed, that fuch publi- 
cation, /^;7i^/^ k'tef while the cauie is. depend- 
ing, k, in fome meafure, an anticipation of the 
trial, and an unfair method of prejudging the 
merits, and influencing the public opinion, in 
flavour, or to the prejudice, of the contending 
parties. But, befides that the wifdom and im«. 
partiality of our judges are too great to be in- 
fluenced by popular prepofleflions, it is to be 
obferved that the veracity of depofitions, till 
controverted in a court, is at belt problemati- 
cal; the validity of their evidence depending 
on the judicious inveftigation of its degree and 
quality, and the final refult which thence de- 
termines the decifion of the judge. 

The candid reader, therefore, will look upon 
thi$ publicatidn, though of genuine authenti- 
city rcfpeding the matter, as intended only to

court, is fetup with a very bad grace, when 
the proofs, that fupport it, are deduced ex 
p^faSh^ 'merely to i^aintaift the fuit. Igno- 
rant? of fnch a<as of infidelity in hdr hufbaind^ 
<ittbe time of h«r own <:riminality, the wife 
{:^miot juftly urge th? pro^oCJ^tion, pitheras

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the mativc of her indifcretion, or as a plea of 
exculpation* 

It may not be improper alfo, for the fake of 
the generality of readers, to remark that the 
defign of fuch recrimination, and of the depo- 
fitions fupporting it, in the prefent cafe, is 
not, as may be miftakenly fuppofedi to pre^ 
vent the hufband's obtaining any kind of di- 
vorce or feparation from his wife. The lady, 
in her allegation, in anfwer to the libel, or de-r 
clarat;ion, of her lord, exprefsly prays for a 
divorce from bcjd and board, for the reafons 
therein alledged. For it is to be remembered 
that, in our Jaws there are two kinds of di- 
vorce j the one a vinculo matrimonii i which 
only is, properly fpeaking, a divorce: the 
woman, in this cafe, taking back her para- 
phernalia and dowry ; the bo^ids of matri-» 
mony being fully diflblved. The other kind 
of divorce is fimply a feparation a menfa et 
thora^ from bed and board ; in which cafe the 
wife is allowed a feparate maintenance out of 
her hufband's eftate and effeds ; fuitable to the 
rank of the parties, and the circumftances of 
the cafe, at the difcretion of the court ; the 
bonds of matrimony, though broken, not be^ 
ing in this cafe entirely diflalved, 

Civilians, who, from interefted motives, 
advife their female clients, thus fituated, to li- 
tigate the kind of divorce 5 whatever ideas 
they may have deduced, from the canons of 
the church? of the indiflolubility of marriage, 

will 
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will hardly cdntend for the religious propriety 
of oohabiution with a conrided adultrefs. The 
utmoft the ^ife is lawfully entitled to, hj 
proving adultery againft the nuiband^ is to obi- 
tain a feparatio^/were he to * oppofe ir. So 
that fuch recrimination, unlefs the hujband 
cotild be proved to have been countenaddag» 
aiding, or confenting to his wife's feduAiott^ 
can only legally tend to facilitate the abfolute 
divorce, contended for by the hufband. The 
civilJaw does not authorize a judge to refufe 
fuch abfolute divorce to the hufband, however 
Incontinent, on manifeft proof, or convincing 
evidence, of the adultery of the wife. 

There is another argument againft this mode 
of recrimination on the part of the ladies ^ 
which is, that, agreeably to the fpirit as well 
as forms of the civil law, recrimination is in- 
admiffable till the party accuied have under- 
gone legal purgation. In the prefent cafe, to 
be fure, it may be politely prefumed, that her 
ladvfhip's having offered to take the facrament 
of her innocence, efpecially when corroborated 
by the bible-oath of her princely paramour, is 
a good canonical purgation. It will otherwife 
be difficult, I fhould imagine, for her to pre- 
vail on twelve, or as few as the court pleafes, 
of her honeji neighbours, to vouch, on their 
confcienccs, that they think fhe would fwear 
truly. 

Not that the depofcrs, on the part of the 
lady, appear exclufively exceptionable : it is 

certain 
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tctiziti the dcpofitions on both fides* are, fbtij/c 
of them, full as extraordinary as the Kib^ra^ef 
and fituation of the perfons that have mad^ 
thcm« Their legal weight hcK^^erer wiU.be 
determined in the proper place ; aad^ as^ 
to their reception with the i^vorld, it is 
wholly left to the candour and difcernmfcnt of 
the public.

THE right honourable Camilla lady D'onhoff^ of Que- 
beck-ftreet, Oxford-road, in the county of Middle- 
lex, widow, aged twenty-three years. To the fixth, 

eighth, nindi, tenth, and eleventh articles of the faid libel, 
ihe depofes and fays. That for between three and four yeati 
laft p^ Ihe hath known and been well acquainted with the 
right honourable Richard lord Grofvcnor, and the right 
honourable Henrietta lady Grofvcnor, his wife, parties ill 
this caufe ; and during the faid time (he was very intimate 
with the faid lady Grofvcnor ; and fhe further faith. That 
file hath frequently been in company with the ftiid lady 
Grofvcnor at Kanelagh, and at Almack*s, and other pul^ 
lick places, where they have been joined company by 
his royal highnefs Henry-Frederick duke of Cumberland^ 
and his highnefs hath cdnverfed with them, handed the 
faid lady Grofvcnor to her coach or chair ; and this depo- 
nent faith. That the faid lady Grofvcnor frequently vifited 
the depohent at her heufe in Cavendilb^fquaf e i and fome 

fi timi 
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fbr bdr own juftification» on her oatb, faith^ Tbat fuch 
mcBting' at her boufe was not with the privity or con- 
trivance of this deponent^ but appeared to h^r a^ the tffe& 
of.m^rc accident 5, and (he this deponent did hot, till thecir- 
cumftancebyher before mentioned happened fufpedl or know 
that fu^h fleeting was for the purpofe of their having any 
^criminal or adulterous oMiverfation together -, and th^s dd- 
poneni: was no ways a party, nor did (he dir^ftly or indi- 
reftly advife or confult, or give any ajfiftance, by fuffering 
them to meet at her houTe upon any fuch yiews; and when 
the duke of Cumberland firft came, (he Was vety much fui;* 
^ieed, his bighnefs not vifiting the deponent ; and the 
deponent the fame evening told the faid lady Grofvenor, that 
Ae w^Si very forry that ftie the faid lady Grdfvenor had drawn 
her into fuch a fcrape, under pretence of fcrving her bro- 
ther ; and (be further feitb^ That in a few days afterwards 
,the faid lady Grofvenor and the duke of Cumberland met 
again at the deponent's houfe feveral times, and at one of 
t£e faid times that they fo met again, the laid lady Grof- 
venof was talking to his faid roval bighnefs the duke of 
Cutnberland about the faid lora Grolvenpr, and in har 
' converfation with his bighnefs, (he faid, I will take anoth^ 
opportunity of telling youj and the deponent thereupon 
©bferving Co herlelf that the faid lady Grofvenof was about 
telling his bighnefs fomething of lord Grofvenor that (he 
did not wifli the deponent to near, the deponent thereupon 
j;ot up, and (aid to. the faid lady Grofvenor that (he would 
go into the next room for a min-ute or two, . and the d^- 
^ponent went into the next room, and (laid there f6r 
about a quarter of an hour, and the deponent returned into 
iiich room where flic had left the faid lady Grrofvenor and 
the duke of Cumberland together, in order to get a Wotk- 
bag that laid upon the table, and the deponent was then 
as much (urprized as (he was befor<^, as the faid lady Grof- 
venor had promifed that nothing further (hould pa(s in the 
,dep6nent*s bouic, and the faid lady Grofvenor was then 
laying upon her back upon the aforefaid couch, with her 
petticoats up, and bis royal bighnefs the duke of Cumber- 
land's breeches were unbuttoned, and he was then laying 
upon the faid lady Grofvenor, and his body was in motion; 
and the (aid lady Grofvenor and the diike of Cumberland 
were then in the very aft of carnal copulation, andcorrf- 
Biitted the crime of adultery together; and this deponenit 
lemennber;? ihe faid h^ Grofvenor coming, to the depo- 
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nertt'§ houft orie lilght juft as ihe was going to bed, and ftic 
faid that fhe was com6 to fee the deponent^ and had been 
at Almack'6 ; and prefently afterwards the duke of Cum- 
berland came, and they ftaid together about an hour at the 
deponent's houfe, but were not then left alone; and once 
the deponent went with the faid lady Grofvenor, on fomc 
public day, to the houfe of the articulate Mary Reda, a 
milliner, in Pall-mall, the time fhe cannot fet forth, the faid 
lady Grofvenor telling the deponent that flip wanted to fpeak 
with Mrs Reda, or to give her a letter, and there they 
met the duke of Cumberland, and ftaid together about two 
hours, but the deponent did not leave them alone; and flie 
this deponent did not know, at fuch time, that the duke 
of Cumberland was to be there ; and this deponent faith. 
That the faid lord Grofvenor was not, to her knowledge or 
belief, acquainted with or privy to the faid lady Grofvenor's 
meeting the duke of Cumberland at the deponent's houfe j 
but the fame was entirely unknown to him, as flie verily be- 
lieves; and further flie cannot depofe to the faid articles. — To 
the fourteenth article of the faid libel Ihe depofes and fays. 
That his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, in 
the fummer of the year one thcufand feven hundred artd 
fixty-nine, went to fea for fome time; but flie the faid 
lady Grofvenor did not, by the afliftance of this deponent, 
correfpond with his highnefs ; nor did this deponent re- 
ceive any letters from his highnefs to convey to her ; and 
'further to the faid article flie cannot depofe. — To the feven- 
teenth article of the faid libel, and to the feveral bits of 
'paper writing marked with the figures i, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
8, 9, and lo, therein pleaded and exhibited, flie depofes 
and fays. That flie hath feen his royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland write, and is well acquainted with his manner 
and charadler of hand -writing, and fhe having now care- 
fully viewed and perufed the faid feveral bits of paper- 
writing, numbered i, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10, 
(he faith. That flie verily and in her confcience believes, 
that the whole feries and contents of the faid feveral pieces 
of paper-writings, and the words, " To Lady Grofvenor" 
appearing upon that marked No. i o. to be all of the proper 
hand-writing of his royal highnefs the duke of Cumber- 
land ; and that fhe believes, that by the words " little angel?* 
and " you," mentioned in that marked No. i. the word 
*' you" in that marked No. 2. the word *^ you" feveral timej 
mentioned, and ** your lovely Tmy^ once mentioned in that 

marked 
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IttarkW No* 3. and the words *« To Lidy G«>fvenoi^ 
«q>pearfng to be Aiperrcribed on that marked No. lo. was 
:tiieanc and intended her the fiud lady Grofvenor, party in 
•this caufe, and no other perfon ; and that by the word 
**. Venus" mentioned in that marked No. i*. wasaieam 
and intended his m^efty's frigate Venus, on hcmrd <£ 
which file believes his highnefs was when he wrote die 
ietter, and no other (hip whatfoever ; and fui:ther to the 
-faid article flie cannot depofe. — To die ntnateemh article 
jof the faid libel, and to the exhibits or^ paper wridngt 
.marked B, C, D, £, and F, fhe depofts ini fays^ That 
having nowfeen, and having ^refblly perufed the bit, 
-exhibits or paper writings marked wm^ thc^lettera fi, Q^ 
D, and £, that (he believes the whole ftrte^ and contenti 
.thereof, and the fuperfcriptions appearing to be wrote 4ui 
thofe marked B, C, and £, to be all of the proper hand- 
writing of his (aid royaL highnefs the duke of Cumber<» 
land ; and fhe further faith. That flie hath often Iben the 
faid lady Grofvenor write^ and is well acquainted with her 
manner and charader of hand-writing, and £he having 
eHow carefully viewed and perufed the fiiid exhibit or paper 
>writing marked with the letter F, and the eiivelope or cover 
.thereto (he faith^ that (he verily and in her-ponfcience be* 
lieves, that the whole feries and contents of the faid paper 
writing marked F, and the fuperfcription on the faid en- 
velope or cover to be all of the proper hand-writing of her 
the (aid lady Grofvenor, party in this caufe ; and further to 
the faid article <he cannot depofe. — To the twenty-third 
article of the faid libel (he depofes and fays, That (he be- 
lieves his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland returned 
from his cruife fome time the latter end of the fummer of 
the year one thoufand feven hundred and fixty*nine ; and 
Ihe this deponent does now believe; but cannot particularly 
recollecb, that fhe was at fundry public places with the 
faid lady Grofvenor, when the auke of Cumberland hatk 
joined company with them, and they may have left fuch 
public places much at the fame time ; and further to the 
faid article (he, cannot depofe,— »To the twenty-fourth and 
twenty-fifth articles of the faid libel (he depofes tod (ays,. 
That about the latter end of, the month of September, one 
« thoufand feven hundred and (ixty^nine, (he thjs deponent 
went twice to Kenfington-gardens with lady Grofvenor, 
party in this caufe, and (he was there met by his royal higb-

ROBERT BETTONk under butler to lord Grofvencr, 
one of the parties in this caiife, aged t?vuenty*fcveii 
yeai;s, a Witnefs produced and fworn.-^To the Jifty-nintb^ 
fixtieth^ and fixty-firft articles of the faid libel he dejwfes 
and fays, That he now is, and ever fince the twelfth day 
of April laft hath becn^ in the fcrvice of the right honour- 
able Richard lord Grofvciior, party in this caufe^ as under 
butler to his lord&ip's family^ and thereby he came to 
know his lordfliip, and the right honourable Henrietta lady 
Grofvenor his wife^ the other party in tliis caufe j and he 
further faith, That on a Thurfday, happening in jthe 
month of December laft, the day of tlie month he caimbt 
recoiled^ in the evening of the faid day, between five and 
fix o'clock, the faid iady Grofvenor and her family, at- 
tended by this deponent and dfher fervants, arrived at thcj 
White-hart inn in the town of St. Albans, in the county 
of Hertford, on her way from his lordfhip*s feat in Chefhire 
to London, and between eleven and twelve o'clock At 
night this deponent and two other of his lordfliip's fervahts 
being then in bed in the fame room, were called up by Mi^; 
Matthew Stephens, his lordftiip*s butler and houft-fteward; 
and this deponent^ from the. con verfatioh that pafled in his 
lordfliip's family, and the fufpicions they had entertained of 

* € fome 
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fomc conniedion between their lady and his royal highnefs 
the duke of Cumberland, he this deponent was ftruck with 
the thoughts of fomething happening at that time between 
them ; and this deponent and the other two fervants ffxt up, 
and attended the faid Matthew Stephens and his; brother 
the articulate John Stephens, and one John Anderton, aa- 
t)ther of his lordfliip's fervants, to the door of the bed- 
chamber where the faid lady Grofvenor was fuppofed to be, 
and this deponent heard two voices in the faid xOom, but 
could not diftinguilh whpfe voices they were, as the> found 
of the voices were like a whifper from one to the other; 
and this deponent faith, That the faid door of the bed- 
chamber was broke open by the aiEftance of this deponent, 
and upon the door being opened, this deponent faw the 
faid lady Grofvenor and his faid royal highnefs.the duke of 
Cumberland (whom this deponent well knew, having very 
frequently feen him before) fomewhere about the middle of 
the room ; and fhe the faid lady Grofvenor atfempted to ga 
out of another door from the bed-chamber, which (he was in 
which ted to another room, and as (he was going (he f^ll dowii 
two or thjTee fteps ; and (he the faid lady Grofvenor was dref* 
fed in a jefuit drefs, Which buttons up clofe to the neck| and 
is a kind of dr^fs which this deponent faith will never ap- 
pear much tumbled; but (he the faid lady Grofvenor^ uppn 
their entering the room, was buttoning up the upper part 
of the faid drefs about her neck; and his faid royal higbnefs 
the duke of Cumberland was dreffed in a dark brown coat, 
with a light-coloured waiftcoat, rather whiti(h, which he 
ieemed to be buttoning up on their entrance, and then had no 
great coat on, as he now beft remembers ; and his faid 
royal highnefs appeared to be a great deal cpnfufed, and had 
alio a d^k brown wig, with a top to it, commonly called 
a tyburn-top, which comes over the forehead, and down 
towards the eyes ; and his faid royal highnpfs the duke oi 
Cumberland faid, That he was not in th^ faid lady GroC- 
venor's bed-chamber, but that he came to her aififtance^ 
upon hearing a noife at her chamber-door, and that h^ 
would take his bible oath that he was not in her ladyihip's 
bed-chamber at the time the noife was firft at the door ; and. 
bis faid royal highnefs feemed much alarmed upon the faid 
Matthew Stephens faying, when he was going to aifift lady 
Qrofvenor upon her fall, to this deponent and the other 
fervants, ** Don't let the gentleman go," meaning his faid 
royal hr^nefe^ <^ till he bad fpoke with him /' and this de- 
ponent 
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pbnent fattb) That his fatd royid btgbnelii aiked tbem if 
they l^new who he wis i ana they anfwered^ hit royal 
highfttfft the <)uke of Cambcrlatul ; to which bia bighnefs 
made no reply ; and be furtbcr'faith» That he did obCerve 
the bed in the room in which his faid royal bighdeb and 
the' (aid lady ^rofvenor were canght together to be very 
mtich tumbled fronv top to bottom in a very extraordinary 
manner, > ail tbe bed>ctoadu being much rumpled ; and be 
the faid Mianhew Stephens called the maid up, who declared 
before the faid iad)PGrorven0r and his faid royal bighnefs, 
in the pfefence of thedepen^Bot and other fcrvanta, that the 
bed was as firait and as fmoioth as bands could -make it when 
fbe left the faid lady Grofirettor.iin the bed-<hamber, and 
hiad wanned the bed ; and by rfeafon thereof, and, of the 
feveral ctrcumflaAces byiiim.btfprementionted, he this de^ 
]^ent does verily believje thftitbis faid royal bighnefs the

left my lord, he thi? deponent conftantly attended upon her 
Jadyfliip at all places public and private, and this deponent 
faith, that fome time in or ^bout the month of February, one 
thoufand feven hundred and fixty-nine, he this deponent ob-

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fi^rved tha^ there wa!s an intimacy more than commOin between 
the faid lady Grofvenor and his royal highnefs Henry-Fredc* 
ri^k duke of Cumberland, whom the deponent very well

^ i, year as hi& lordfhip's 'fbptman, and from that time was 
footman td* Wr ladylhip^ and that he is n<)w 1a thefer- 
vkc of the faid lord Grofvenor ; and he furthpr faith, That 
-from the time he fd became her ladyfbip's footman, to the 
^tW^ftty-ffecbivd d^ of Ddctiiibeir latt, heconftaotly attended 
upoh h^r i^dyftiip at all places, both piiblie ami private $ 
and this dfrpbrient faith. That feme time ibout the begin^

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and this deponent faith. That his faid royal highnefs's fer-

faid, of feeing the rooms previous to fome entertainment to 
r be given on account of the king of Denmark ; but this de- 
ponent did not fee her ladyfhip get into the faid lady Har- 
rington's coach, becaufe he was in waiting at another 
door at the opera-houfe, expefting the faid lady Grofvenor ; 
and this deponent was told, by fome of the faid lady Har- 
rington's fervants, as he now beft recolleds, that it was 
the faid lady Grofvenor's orders that this deponent fliould 
go up to Carlifle-houfe, and the deponent accordingly went, 
and there the deponent faw his faid royal highnefs the duke 
of Cumberland, who handed her ladyuiip to her chair; and 
this deponent well remembers, that fome timelaft fummer^ 
as the faid lady Grofvenor went to Vauxhall, they met his 
faid royal highncfs, who appeared to be coming from thence, 
and his highnefs's fervants put out the flambeaux, and 
turned about the coach, 'and paffed the faid Jady Grofvenor'5: 
coach to Vauxhall j and this deponent faith, that his faid 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland and the faid lady 
Grofvenor ufed to meet and walk together in St. James's 
park i and the deponent hath obferved them come together 
from the royal academy in Pall-mall, and feldom or ever 
after they began- to be intimate, but what they muft meet 
together at almoft every public place, frequently at plays, 
operas, and other different pltfces ; that he remembers her 
lady{hip*s being at the afiembly at Almack's, when fhe or- 
dered her coach to be thereyitout eleven o'clock, and when 
the deponent attended to ^enquire for her ladyfliip, he was 
informed by one of the door-keepers, that me was gone 
away in a hackney-chair ; that the faid lady Grofvenor had 
a countfy houfe at Craven-hill, oppofite Kenfington-gar- 
dens, and fome time about the month of April, or the 
beginning of May, her ladyfliip feveral times in the evening 
went about feven o'clock to the countefs D'onhoff's in Ca- 
vendilh-fquare J and this deponent remembers at one time, 
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^hen her hdjrfliip was thye^ bcving his faid royal- high-- 
nefs the duke of Cumberland talk and laugn in the 
fame room with the faid lady Grofvenor and the countcfs, 
the deponent. well knowing his highnefs's voice ; and flic 
th^ faid lady Grofvenpr tl}f ee or four timeS| when the de- . 
ponent attended her, was at the faid countefs D'onhofF's 
houfe when flie was not in town, and there was then only an 
old woman in the houfe, and fhe the faid la'dy Grofvenor at 
one time faid, that fhe expe£led the faid countefs in town,, 
and would ftep in and ftay till die came, but the countefs , 
did not come ; and further to the faid articles he cannot 
depofe. — To the nineteenth article of the faid libel, and to 
the exhibit or paper- writing marked with the letter F thereto 
annexed, and therein pleaded and exhibited, and to the en- 
velope or cover diredled to his royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland, he depofes and fays. That he hath often feen 
the faid lady Grofvenor write, and is V7e|l acquainted with 
her manner and charaiSler of hand-writing and he having 
now carefuUy viewed and p^rufed the faid exhibit marked. 
F, and the writiiig or direilion on the faid envelope or^ 
cover, he faith, tjiat,he verily belieyes the whole feries and 
contents of the fai4 paper> writing marked F, and the fu-' 
perfcription on the faid enyelop.e or cover, to be all of the 
proper hand writing of the faid lady Grofvenor, party in. 
this caufe ; and further to the faid article he cannot de- 
pofe. — To the twepty-third, twenty-fourth, and twent)''- 
fifth, articles of the f;^id libel he deppfes ,and fays, That as 
well before, as after his faid royal highnefs went to fea, the 
faid lady Grofvenor and his highnefs almoft conflantlymet 
at many public places, and frequently came away at the 
fame time 5 and flie, the faid lady Grofvenor, the deponent 
well remembers, went to one or two different limners 
houfes, particularly Mr. Colts, a limner in Cavendifh- 
fquare, and Mr. Miers, a limner in Covent-gardep, and' 
at one Mr. Wilfon's,Jn Covent-garden ; and this deponent 
4oes verily believe, by reafon of the intimacy fubfifting be- 
tween the faid lady Grofvenor and his highnefs, that (he 
went to fuch places to meet hijs highnefs, but the deponent 
cannot fay that he ever faw his higbnefs at any of the faid 
places, but the deponent was told by a perfon who faw him 
come from Mr. Colts's Jioufe, and which confirmed his be- 
lief; and this deponent faith. That the faid lady Grofvenor 
very frequently went to, the houfe of the articulate Mrs. 
Reda in Pall-mall, but he does not remember her ladyfhip 
getting out of her coach and going in there at any time 
when the deponent attended her; and this deponent faith, 
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That the faid lady Grofvenor ufcd frequently, in the month-« 
of March and April, and in the months of Auguft and Sep- 
tember iaft, very frequently to go to Kenfington-gardens, 
in the county of Middlefex, both morning and evening; 
and the deponent very w^ell remembers to have feen his faid 
highnefs frequently walking with the faid lady Grofvenor 
in Kenfington-gardens ; and the deponent vvel! remembers 
feeing him go away in a hackney coach much about the 
time her ladyfhip came away, and when they have been 
walking, the deponent hath obferved them making up to 
the palac(^ ; that fome times her ladyfhip ftaid two or three 
hours fome times more or lefs ; and her ladyftip hath been 
there of an eveaing, when it was dark and wet, and very 
coldj and (he could not well at that time be walking in the 
gardens ; and this deponent faith, That there generally 
uTed to be a hackney coach waiting at the palace-door, or 
thereabouts, and one of the coachmen told the deponent, 
that they brought the duke of Cumberland there, and' were 
-waiting to carry him back to London ; and there was ge- 
nerally a hackney coach waiting, but the deponent did not

That in a night or two afterwards,' 
the faid Jady Gro^venor went from the countefs D^onhoff'e 
m Gavendiih-fquare, and when (be called at St. James's, 
for thepurpofe, as the deponent fiippofejl, to go and vifit the 
hid mifc Vernon her fifteri and flie the faid Jady Grof^i^e- 
nor ordered the coach to be there at eleven o'clock, and it

in the houfe at Craven -hill j but the deponent remembers, 
as he was once going to London, that he met his highnefs. 
and Mr. Vernon, lady Grofvenor's brother, going there, 
as he verily believes; and further to the faid article he can- 
not depofe. — To the twenty-eighth article of the faid libel 
he depofes and fays. That on, or about the twenty-fecond 
day of October laft, the faid lady Grofvenor, with her 
children and family, fet out from London for lord Grofve- 
nor's houfe, fituate at Eaton, in the county-palatine of 
Chefter; and the deponent underftood his lordlhip intended 
to go the fame evening for Newmarket, and afterwards to 
come into Chefhire j that fhe the faid lady Grofvenor and 
her children, together with the faid mtfs Caroline Vernon 
her fifter, attended by the deponent and other fervants, 
(but his lordfhip's houfe-fteward, Matthew Stephens, did 
not come to them till the next morning at St. Alban's) fet 
out about two o'clock in the afternoon, as near as he can 
recoUedt, and arrived at St, Alban's the fame evening ; and 
Ihe the faid lady Grofvenor and her family lay that night at 
the W^hite-Hart inn in St. Alban's ; and further he cannot 
of his own knowledge depofe. — To the thirty-eighth and 
thirty-ninth articles of the faid libel he depofes and fays. 
That the faid lady Grofvenor and her family arrived at his 
lordfliip's houfe at Eaton aforefaid, which is about three 
miles from Chefler, about dinner-time of Saturday the 
twenty-feventh of Oftobcr ; and fhe the faid lady Grofvenor 
and her family were, from the Monday, the day Ihe fet ofF 
from London, to the Saturday, being five days, going to 
bis !ordfl)ip's houfe at Eaton aforefaid ; that her ladyfhip 
travelled poll, and changed horfcs at every ftage, and fhe, 
the faid lady Grofvenor, might be fure to have been there 
with eafc in three days with poll-horfcs ; and this deponent 
faith. That the faid lady Grofvenor, in the evening of the 
fame day flie fo arrived, went out on foot when it was 
about dufkifh. Or near dark, and fhe the faid lady Grofve- 
nor continued out from the houfe about an hour and an half,, 
or two hours ; and further to the faid articles he cannot de- 
pofe. To the fortieth and fiftyrthird articles of the faid 

libel he depofes and fays. That the fame day that fhe the 
faid lady Grofvenor arrived at liaton, and before fhe went 
out, as by him before depofed of, fhe fent this deponent to 
her ladyfhip's houfekeeper for the keys of the garden-gate, 
and the play-houfe or building fo called, between two and 

three- 
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thre^ hundred yards from the houfe in the garden, and the 

, deponent carried her ladyfliip fuch keys ; and the next day, 
oi* the day following, the blackfmith was with my lady 
about ipaking fome keys, and he told the deponent at mjr 

'lord's houfe, that he had received orders from my lady to 
make fome keys as foon as he could ; that fires were made 
in the room next the garden, where the deponent, to the 
beft of his recoUedlion or belief, never faw fires before ; 
and the deponent, fome nights after they got down, found 
a candle placed upon a ftand, near the door of the faloon 

' next the garden, and when the deponent fo faw the light, 
there was nobody in the faloon ; and further to the faid 
articlejs he cannot depofe. —To the fifty-fifth article of the 
faidjibei, and to the exhibit or paper-writing marked with 
the letter L, therein pleaded and exhibited, he depofes and 

, fays,, /That having carefully viewed and perufed the letters, 
Sc "/ ws appearing in the faid exhibit marked L, and the 

Earagraph relative thereto, being flie\yn to him, he faith, that; 
e verily believes, that by the faid letters Sc-r-ivs was meant 
" Scarborrows, who is perfumer to his royal 
luke of Cumberland, and lives oppofite to his 
I's houfe in Pall-mall, becaufe fiie, the faid lady 
;ry frequently went to the faid Scarborrow's 
le deponent hath at times feen his royal high- 
! of Cumberland at his own window, and a 
by him, as he believes, at leaft he 'took it for 
le faid. lady Grofvenor would call at the faid 
again in about an hour's time, and the depo- 
ieve that letters and meffages were left thcr^* 
from his highnefs for her the faid lady Grofvenor ; and he

lady Grofvenor and her family, attended by this disponent 
and other fervants, arrived ^t the White-Hart inn at the

And flie further diith, That fome time in or a- 
baut the month of April one thoufand feven hundred and 
fixty-nme, (he, this deponent, was applied to by one cap- 
tain Foulkes, whom (he believes to be one of the aids dc 
camp to, bis royal highnefs Henry-Frederick duke of Cum- 
berland, who enquired of this deponent if (he had got the 
whole of the houfe on the firft floor of the hoiife in which 
the jfleponent then and now does live ; and the deponent, 
finding that he wanted fome apartments for his royal high- 
tiefs tne duke of Cumberland, thereupon this deponent 
iaid.

back-door in a chair; and in two or three days his high- 
nefs called upon this deponent at her faid houfe, and told 
the deponent, That the faid lady Grofvenor was in labour, 
and his highnefs feemed very uneafy, and very folicitous 
to know how her ladyfhip did, and defired the deponent 
to go to the faid lady Grofvenor's, and gave the deponent 
a letter for her, and the deponent was to bring the anfwer 
to the faid captmn Foulke5*s houfe^ in South-Audley flreet ;

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Grofv^nor-fquarc, and was (hewn up into her ladyfhip ' 
bed-chamber, where fhe was upon the bed, and the depo- 
nent delivered her a letter from his highnefb ; and whilft 
Ihc was up there, the faid lord Grofven or came into the 
room, at which the deponent was much confufed, having 
at that inftant received from her ladyfhip a parcel for his 
highnefs, which (he was putting into her pocket, and the 
deponent was much frightened, and withdrew from the 
room, telling her ladyfhip, That fhe would fend the things

faid inn at Whitchurch, and proceeded on their jpujncy, 
^nd went to Barnhill, in the county jof Cheft'er, which he 
believes to be the next ftage, from Whitchurch to Chefter ; 
and alfo tj^ Eaton, the faid lord Grofvenor's feat ; that hi? 
bighnefs wa^ dreiTed as before mentioned, and they flaid al^ 
the morning at Barnhill, and dined there ; and the depo«- 
nent does believe that his highnefs, and this deponent 
might pafs for farmers ; that he this deponpnt dined with 
his highnefs, and whilft they were at dinner, a carriage 
pafTed by the. f^id inn, and the deponent enquiring, wai 
told, that it was lady's Grofvenor's coacb, and in about 
an hour, or thereabouts afterwards, his faid royal •high'- 
nefs leit the faid houfe at 3^rnhill, attended by this dt^'^ 
ponent, ^tid the faid man John, and they all went to aa 
inn known by the lign of the Falcon, in the city of Chefter, 
but he cannot fay what time in the afternoon they ar*- 
rived there ; and farther to the faid articles he cannot dc- 
pofe. — ^^To the thirty-ninth and fortieth articles of the 
laid libel, he depofes and fays. That his faid royal high^ 
nefs, and the deponent, as he believes, might drink a bot- 
tle of wine^ and ordered fupper to be jeady at the. faid Fal- 
con inn, at ten o'clock that night; that they took their 
borfes, and leaving^the faid fervant John behind, rode to 
the hbufe of one Barbara Jones, a publick houfe, at Ec- 
deftone, a village within about one mile of Eaton, the 
faid lord Grofvenor's feat; and his highnefs, or the.dci.^ 
ponent, enquired the way to the great gentleman's houfe^ 
meaning lord Grofvenor's, and they were informed the 
ro^d to it ; that his highnefs was then drefled juft a$ he 
had been the whole journey, a,nd ?ilfo this deponent; and 
the cape of his great coat might be buttoned fo as to ap- 
pear m^Sed ^out bis faipe^ that they left their horfes ;^t 
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pTLtk and' gardens belonging to the faid lord GroTvcnt^ 
in order to meet the faid lady Grofvenpr; and this depo- 
nent does believe that his highnefs never went there v^ritlx- 
out this deponent ; and whilft they were {o at Chefter, 
liis highnefs, ;uid the deponent, rode about the country; 
and among other 4)4aces they went to a feat of the fa id 
lord Grofvcnor's, -fitnatc at Halkcn, in the county <af 
Flint, where they defired to fee his horfes, which were 
Ihewn them ; ana this deponent believes, that but of fitn^ 
he told the faid lord Grofvenor's groom that he had a 
^Btrumffion from abroad ta buy horfss^ the better to gain ad- 
miffion to fee the horfes; and the deponent believes he 
xnight cfFer to purchafe fomc of the faid lord Grof*reoof'j 
horfes ; and this deponent then pretended to be a foreigner, 
and talked French, and his roya) highnefs pafTeS and zSt^ 
ed as the deporienfs interpraer. And further to the faid ar- 
ticle he cannot "depofe. — -To the forty -fecond article of 
the faid libel he dcpofes and fays, That the next momiag^ 
being Sunday, he believes, the 29th day of OcSober, a« 
articulate, hSs faid royal highnefs the duke of Cum-* 
lierland and this deponent went into the faid lord Grof- 
venor'« park at, Eaton, the deponent having firft afked 
leave t>f the porter at the gatej and fome time iif- 
terwards the faid lady Grofvenor came out and joia^ 
ed his highne&; and they might continue together fora- 
bout two hours, fnom about twelve o'clock to aba»l 
two, o'clock; and during ail the faid time, this deponciat 
was very near his highnefs and the faid lady Grafveaor- 
that he believes they might fit on the grafs ; and that his 
highnefs read a play or fome book to the faid lady Grof- 
vcnor; And this deponent faith, That he w^ll remembers 
the faid lady Grofveaor's fervant comi-ng to deliver her ^- 
dyfhip feme meflage, and the deponent telling her iady/bi^ 
of fuch fervant. Die went forward to meet him ; but thJ5 
deponent thinks it was not on the day articulate, but the 
deponent inclines to think, it was in the fields, near ibc 
faid lord Grofvenor's houfe, when his highnefs, attended by 
the deponent, met the faid lady Grofvenor in fuch fields a 
that he believes his hjghnefs io met the faid lady Grofye- 
nor, attended by the deponent, every day, whilft he coa- 
tinued at Chefter, and once he believes twice in one day j. 
and the faid lady Grofvenor and his highnefc freq^endy 
&t down upon the grafs; and the deponent, by his abfo- 
]^te orders^ always ftald near themt and never was out of 
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ttwir (iglit and besuring. And farifh^r to the faid artfclr 
he cannot depofe. — To the forty-third article of the faid 
libel he depofes and fays. That his faid royal highitefs the 
duke of Cumrbo-Jand md th« deponent, and the faid man 
John, went from Chefter to the ho^fe of one John Jbncs, 
being a public inn known by the namp of the ToU-houley 
fituate at Marford-hili, abottt five miles from Cheiitt^ 
on horfeback, having each of them a pair of faddle-bags >^ 
and this deponent believes, it mttght be on. Wedneftby, 
the ift day of November, as articulate; but he, this de- 
ponent cannot recolle<9r the d«y of the week or month, {» 
as to fet them forth with any kind of certaintyy having, at 
by him before mentioned, made no memor?mdxims j that 
after they had put up their horfes, his higbitefs and the 
deponent went into the houfe, and inquired of the foid John 
Jones, if they could have good beds at his houfe? and the 
beds being fixed upon, he, the faid John Jones, imagi^ 
ning, as this deponent believes* that his faid royal high* 
nefs and the deponent were ftrangers in' the country, a$ 
this deponent might poffibly fay^ tnat they vi^ere farmers, 
and came rnto the countrv to buy fat cattle, pifercd to 
fliew his highnefs and the dept>nent a profpcift from an hill 
near his houfe, which tkey acceptt^j and when they 
came to the- top of the faid hill, from whence this deponent 
believes they might fee the faid lord ^Grofvenor's houfe at 
. Eaton aforefaid, and otherwife the city of Chefter ; and 
his highnefs might afk the faid Jbhn Jones, but which 
he does not recoUedl, whofe houfe that was ? and porn t- 
ing to Chefler from whence he came, might aflc, whaC 
town that was ? that they returned from feeing the prof^e<9i 
to the faid John Jones's houfe, and afterwards took dicir 
horfes, and went towards lord Grofvcnor's houfe at Eaton, 
and his royal highnefs and this deponent got off from tfceir ' 
horfes *on the road, or near the road, to £aton,. and left, 
their horfes to th^ care <if the faid fervant John,, and hi* 
faid highnefs and the deponent: proceeded on towards £a-r 
ton J and in a field near the faid lord Grofvenor's houfe and 
park, they met the faid lady Grofvenor ; and hfts royaf 
highnefs walked and converfed with the feid lady Grof- 
tenor, and fometimes fat down upon the grafs, and fo 
^tontinued with the faid lady Grofvenor for fome confider- 
able time, two hours or more; and the deponent fomc- 
tim,?8 fat down, and fometimes walked, but never was out 
of fight of his highnefs amtthe&kl lady Gsaf\;ciior> and! 
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tuj-ncid^ t^ gst tiieip borfo aiid the faM fofvant Joh^ ^ a 
#^m-hoii>ft ; 3ii%<Lh(9;hi^fHiieft:ai»l thedjipdifein baving got

Orofvenor, he retiitned with tfatsr dbpdiient rut ^ f^td mn 
at Wfarft>i?d-Bill J and fr6m thenoe^.hc btlieve^ they fafc 
off'tlia^ ev^ttriiig for London ; and thbr dppbn^arli does be^ 
Ikye, btrt cannot nto^^ recoHfe<a the j»rticolar«v otberwife 
thari Hie tsrikifcdN a gnat 'dial vf noinfenfe^ the better to coim 
ceal the pe^'fafr* of his royal hij^hAefe from, being knoiva; 
and therefore he tb^inks he inigbt give as: a reafon to the 
ftid John Jones, m (oHie. of his farrrily, for their g^ing 
fijcfdcnly, that the young 'flq^ire, meaning his htghiie&i 
bad ret^iVed asf exp^fs^ tbs^ his father lay dying, and 
that it was neceffary that he flfKwfd go and fee.hiiri : that 
^er they bad dined, bis faid higbfiefs^ attended by tte 
deponeht, ord^^cd their horfes, aiul left the &id houft tOH 
ge^her witli tbe faid^fervant Jfohh^ and this de^koiiieiit mieUt 
IfeU thfe faid Jbhrt Jones of bis wifisr, Thiit if the ^A 
young Tquitefs father died, wben he haidfettled hia'affairsi 
that they wo«id comebhcfc againv fo* they likdd the cotin^ 
try, or fomefehing ta the lite effeft. And further to the 
feid _a?ftide iM^-camiot depofe. •— To the fbrty-fifth article 
of the.faid libel, he depofes and fays. That wbilft His faid 
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royal highncfs (laid at the faid John Jones's houfe at Mar- 
ford- hill, as aforcfaid, attended by the deponept and the 
fervant John, his highnefs, the deponent, and the faid man 
John were generally dreffed in the faid horfeman's coats, 
and his highnefs wore the black or brownifh wig before- 
mentioned, and his highnefs and the deponent affefted to 
appear as farmers, the deponent being called Farmer TruRy^ 
and this deponent believes he might call his highnefs Far- 
mer, and when,fpeaking to the faid fervant John, called him 
the Young 'Squire ; and this deponent believes his highnefs 
had two plain hats, and the deponent one plain and one 
laced, and the faid fervant John only one hat to his know- 
ledge ; and this deponent does not at all recoiled the changing 
of hats or great coats, and believes they did not; but his 
royal highnefs had two great coats, ana fometimes wore one 
and fometimes the other ; .and further to the faid article he 
cannot depofe. — To the forty- fixth article of the faid libel he 
depofes and fays. That he remembers that at one of the times 
'it was rather duflcifh, and the country people were milking 
their cows, when his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
met the faid lady Grofvenor ; and this deponent faith. That 
he does not know, nor has any reafon to believe, that at any 
time when his:highnefs fo met the faid lady Grofvenor near 
the faid lord Grofvenor's houfe at Eaton, that he had the 
carnal ufe and knowledge of the body of the faid lady Grof- 
venor ; for he, this deponent, did conftantly attend his 
highnefs when he fo went to meet her ladyfliip, and always 
was within fight, and alfo fo near as to hear them talking j 
and this deponent never did then, or at any time whatever, 
fee or obferve any kind of connexion whatever between his 
highnefs and the faid lady Grofvenor, as man and woman ; 
and this deponent hath no ireafon whatever to believe, that 
they then, or at any other time, had any fuch connexion; 

ana further to the faid article he cannot depofe. To the 

forty-feveiith article of the faid libel he depofes and fays. 
That his highnefs and the deponent proceeded from Mar- 
ford-hilly aforefaid, to the faid inn, known by the fign of 
the Falcon in the city of Chefter, where they had before 
been, and the deponent believes that they drank tea there, 
and afterwards, proceeded to Tarpoly, and going there they 
loft their road, and were {hewed their way by a farmer's 
man, and his royal highnefs and the deponent proceeded 
from thence to London in poft-chaifes, leaving the faid fer- 
vant John to follow with the horfes \ and further to the 
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fold article he cannot dcpofe. To the forty-ninth and 

fiftieth articles of the faid libel, and to the exhibits thereto 
annexed, and therein pleaded and exhibited, marked with 

the letters G, H, I, and K, he cannot djepofe. To the 

fifty-firft article of the faid libel he depofes and fays. That 
he, this deponent and the faid fervant John, in confequenc^ 
of his highnefs*s orders to this deponent, went to Marford- 
hill aforefaid, he believes it might be on the thirteenth 
day of November, as articulate, and they had with thepi 
two horfes, befide thofe they road themfelves, that they 
were dfcffed much in the fame manner as when fhey were 
there before, that they lay there that night, that he believes 
the faid John Jones, in converfation with this deponent, did 
a(k him what they had done with the Toung ^ Squire^ or where 
he wa!s, thereby meaning his^ royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland ? and this deponent told him that he expefied 
, him with another gentleman that night or next day ; and 
he, this deponent was uneafy that his highnefs did not come 
to them that night, but to the beft of his remembrance the 
next morning, his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
and a gentleman with him came- in a poft-chaife to Mar- 
ford-hill aforefaid, that his highnefs was drelTed in the fame 
manner as when he was before in Chefliire, and this de- 
ponent believes that he might tell his highnefs in the pre- 
sence or hearing of the< faid John Jones, That he had been 
very uneafy at his not coming before; and his highnefs and 
this deponent went out on foot after breakfaft in their great 
coats, and hishighnefs wore the black or brownifli wig, which 
he had worn before, and walked towards Eaton, and in and 
about the fields near the faid Lord Grofvenor's houfe at 
Eaton, and continued walking about for fome time before 
the faid lady Grofvenbr came, that {he did afterwards come 
and meet his royal highnefs,' and they continued walking 
about the fields, and fomctimes fat down for a confider- 
able time, but his highnefs and the faid lady Grofvenor 
were not left alone, and they generally continued in or near 
fome foot-path in the field ; and he, the faid deponent, was 
not out of their fight, and fo near them as to hear them 
converfing, that he believes they fat for fome time under a 
tree, that they afterwards parted, and his highnefs attended 
by this deponent returned to Marford-hill aforefaid ; and 

further to the faid article he cannot depofe. To the 

fifty.fecond article of the faid libeL he depofes apd fays. 
That his highnefs, the deponent, and the gentlemen 
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who came with him, ^nd the fervant John lay that night 
^t Marford-hill aforcfaid, and the next morning his royal 
highn^fs and the deponent went again to the faid Lord 
Grofvenor's at Eaton, and fo went part of the way on 
horfeback, and he believes that the horfes were left under 
the care of the faid fervant John at fome village, and from 
fhence proceeded on foot towards E^ton, and in a field not 
far from his Lordfhip's houfe, his faid royai highnefs was 
met by the faid lady Grofvenor near a ftile, and his high- 
nefs continued with the faid lady Grofvenor for fome time, 
the deponent being within theirfight and hearings that they 
afterwards parted, and his highnefs returned with this de- 
ponent to Marford-hill aforefaid 5 that in the afternoon his 
highnefs left Marford-hiU^ and this deponent does believjc 
that his highnefs, and the gentlernan who was with him, 
and this deponent all went on horfeback to Chefter, and 
moft of them had faddle bags, but whether his highnefs had 
he cannot fav ; that this deponent and the faid fervant John 
went to the Talbot at Chefter, where they lay that night, 
and went forward the next morning for London, but this 
deponent cannot recolleS whether his highnefs went to the 
f^ame inn or not, but he did go to Chefter, and that night 
fat off for London in a poft-chaife ; that whilft his royal 
highnefs continued at Marford-hill as aforefaid, his high- 
nefs, this deponent, and the faid fervant John were drefl'ed 
much in the fame manner as when they were down before, 
aid he believes they might fay that they were farmers, and 
that his highnefs fometimes called this deponent Farmer 
Trufty; and he, this deponent, might call his highnefs 
Farmer, and fpeaking of him might fay the Young 'Squire, 
that he does not recoHeft whether the gentleman who came 
with his highnefs had a great coat on, or if he had, that he 
kept it buttcJned during their ftay at Marford-hill ; and fur- 
ther to the faid article he cannot depoie. — To the fifty- 
third article of the faid libel he cannot depofe. — To the 
* fifty-fourth and fifty-fifth articles of the faid libel, and to 
the exhibits or paper writings, marked with the letters L, 
M, N, and O, thereto annexed, and therein pleaded, he 
cannot depoie. — To the fifty-fixth, fifty-feventh and fifty- 
eight articles of the faid libel, and to the exhibit or paper 
Writing, marked with the letter P, in the faid fifty-feventh 
articles, pleaded and exhibited, he depofes and fays. That 
fome time about the middle of December laft, he this de- 
ponent received orders from his faid royal highnefs the duke 
/ of 
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of Cumberland to go to Chefter, and if the deponent faw 
the faid lady Grofvenor party in this caufe, to deliver her 
a pacccl which his highnefs gave this deponent; and, m 
confequence of fuch orders, he this deponent went to Chef- 
ter, and the evening of his arrival there, he wrote a letter to 
the faid lady Grofvenor in the name of R. Trufty, and put 
the fame, or caufed the fame to be put in the office at Chef- 
ter, direfted for lady Grofvenor at Eaton ; and he this de- 
ponent, having now carefully viewed and perufed the faid 
exhibit marked with the letter P, he doth fay. That he does 
not recolledl the contents of the letter he fo wrote to the 
faid lady Grofvenor, but that fuch exhibit, is to the fame 
purport or eflfedt as that he did write to her ladvfhip ; that 
this deponeat who attended his highnefs into Chefliire, as 
beforementioned, and went upon that occafion by the name 
pf Trufty, and he this deponent who wrote and fubfcribed 
the faid letter with the name of R. Trufty, and put, or 
cauiid the fame to be put into the general poft-office at 
Chefl:er aforefaid, is one and the fame perfon, and not di- 
vers 5 and he this deponent not hearing any thing from the 
faid lady Grofvenor on Sunday morning, went from Chef- 
ter towards, Eaton, and croffed the ferry, and the deponent 
enquired of the ferryman, whether the family (meaning the 
faid lord Grofvenor's family) were gone for London, and 
he was informed that his lordfhip was gone, and that my 
lady was to go too as the next morning ; and as this de- 
ponent was returning home to Chefter, he faw the faid lady 
Grofvenor in the fields oppofite my lord's houfe, (but this 
deponent firft went along the road near the front of the 
houfe but faw no body) and this deponent feeing her lady- 
Ihipp went forward to meet her, but obferving her ladyfliip 
was coming that way, he flopped at a ftile or gate ; and the 
faid lady Grofvenor, and two or three ladies that were with 
her, came towards this deponent, and he, this deponent de- 
livered to her ladyfliip, the parcel he had orders to deliver 
to her from his faid royal highnefs the dufoe of ^Cumber- 
land ; and he, this deponent received a parcel which was 
not direfted, but the faid lady Grofvenor told this deponent 
to deliver the fame to the duke of Cumberland as foon as 
the deponent faw him, and then the depoaent left the faid 
lady Grofvenor and returned to Chefter ; and further to the ' 
faid article he cannot depofe. — To the fifty-ninth, fixtieth, 
and fixty-firft articles ofthe faid libel he depofes and fays, That 
^ few hours after his arrival in London, hedclivered the par- 
cel 
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eel which he had received from the faid lady GroTvenor to 
his royal highhefs, and his highnefs told this deponent that 
he was very uneafy, that he muft fee the faid lady Grof- 
vcnor if poffible, to communicate to her ladyfliip the re- 
ports of the town relative to her ladyfhip and nis highnefs, 
that fbe might be more upon her guard, and his highnefs 
cxprefled himfelf in words to that or the like efFeft 5 and 
the deponent by his highnefs's dire£Hons, got a hackney 
poft-chaife, and his highnefs, attended by this deponent, 
and drefled much as he was when he went into Chefhire, 
went to the \Yhite Hart inn at St, Alban's 5 and this de- 
ponent believes that they might get there fometime in the 
morning of the twenty-firft day of December articulate, 
but he cannot himfelf recolleft the day that they breakfafted 
below ftairs in the parlour, and after breakfaft enqufred for 
a bed-chamber, his highnefs not being very well, and hav- 
ing then a bad cold ; and they accordingly faw fome bed- 
chambers, and he, thfs deponent believes, that he himfelf 
ob^edled to fom^ as being cold for his highnefs, and en- 
deavoured to defcribe the bed-chamber were his highnefs 
lay before, but they were informed that fuch room was 
engaged ; that the fervant of the inn, he believes then 
ihewed a two-bedded room, which his royal highnefs ap* 
proved of; and the room he fo enquired after for his high- 
nefs, was that in which his highnefs lay when he went be- 
fore into Chefliire, and which this deponent afterwards^ and 
does believe adjoined to the room in which the faid lady 
Grofvenor lay, when her ladyfliip was, as he believes, gp- 
ing into Chethire ; that he remembers going into a room 
where there was no fire-place, and the deponent objefted 
to it, but this deponent does not recollect at firft refufing 
the room which they afterwards had, altho' it might be fo, 
as his highnefs might rather choofe a fingle-bedded roon^ ; 
that they dined in the faid room, and this deponent believes 
his highnefs did not leave the room the whole afternoon, his 
highnefs not being very well ; that the faid lady Grofvenor 
and her family the fame evening, came to the White-hart 
inn at St. Alban's ; and this deponent faith. That about 
eleven o'clock at night, or thereabouts, he, this deponent 
being laying down upon one of the beds a-fleep in the faid 
two-bedded room, where his royal highnefs alfo then was 
upon the other bed, as he thought, was awaked by a violent 
noife as if the houfe was falling down, which this depo- 
nent thought was the cafej and he, this deponent got up 
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impiediately to fee what was the matter, and his royal higb- 
nefs was not then in the faid two-bedded room, but gone 
from thence, but how long hp had been gone he cannot 
fay i and this deponent left the faid two-bedded room, and 
upon- his going found feveral perfons, three, or four livery 
fervants belonging to the faid lady Grofvenor in a bed- 
chamber, where the deponent believes the faid lady Grof- 
venor then lay'd, or was to lay ; iand the faid lady Grof^ 
venor was alfo ftanding in the faid room drefled ; and further, 
or in an adjoining room, the deponent faw his highnefs and 
two other perfons with him, who appeared to have pokers 
in their hands ; and the deponenWent forward to his high- 
nefs, and his highne/s told this deponent to fay nothing, 
and faid, go go along, or fome thing to that efFeft ;.and 
accordingly this deponent left the faid room, and returned 
into the room where he fp faw the faid lady Grofvenor and 
her fervants ; and the fervants of the inn were called up to 
look at the bed in the faid lady Grofvenor's room, and this 
deponent alfo took notic6 of the bed, and it did not appear 
to this deponent to be otherwife tumbled, than if one per- 
fon had fat down to undrefs himfelf, or herfelf, and did 
not appear to this deponent as if fome perfons, or two per- 
fons bad lain thereon 5 and he, this deponent does not be- 
lieve, and has no reafon whatever to believe, that his high- 
nefs had then the carnal ufe and knowledge of the bod/ of 
the faid lady Grofvenor or at any other time whatever j that 
bis highnefs and the deponent left the faid inn, and went 
to the Wool-pack inn, and from thence took a chaife and 
proceeded to London ^ and further he cannot depofe.

deponent underftands and believes to be Gittings ; and 
further to the faid articles he cannot depofe. — To the fifty- 
eighth article of the faid libel he depofes, and fays. That 
in confequencc of the aforefaid letter fo directed for her 
ladyfliip being opened, and the exprcflion in the faid letter 
of being at the old lodgings at twelve and one o'clock, he 
this deponent was dire^ed by the faid Mr. Vigars to keep 
a look-out for the faid perfon named Trufty, and watch 
his motions ; and the deponent waited about the fields, 
lanes and places for two or three hours ; and the deponent, 
for the firft time, faw hS'm the faid perfon, whom he knows 
to be the faid Robert Gittings, hard by the lodge-gates be^ 
longing to the faid lord Grofvenor's boufe, which this de- 
ponent faith was the moft likely place for the faid lady 
Grofvenor to fee him, as flie generally came out of that 
gate as the nigheft way to walk in the fields, and the way 
to a /^ov// or ^^rf in one of the fields to feed cattle, which 
was apprehended be the old lodgings referred to in the let- 
ter ; and this deponent, in ten minutes, or a quarter of an 
hour, faw him again near the fte ward's houfe, in his way 
back from lord Grofvenor's boufe, and he crofled over the 
ferry which went from my lord's houfe, and the depoijent 
faw him returij again tow^ds the houfe j and the deponent, 
in about an hour afterwards,, faw him about half a mile 
from Chefter, on his road to Chefter; and further to the 
faid article he cannot depofe,-r-To the fifty-ninth, fixtieth, 
and fixty-firft articles of the faid libel, he depofes and fays. 
That the faid lady Qrofvenor and her family, attended by 
the deponent and other fervants, arrived in the evening of 
Thurlday the ty^'enty^firft day gf December following, at 
ihe White-hart inn at St. Albans, in the county of Hert- 
ford ; and the articulate John Stevens, brother to Mat- 
thew Stevens the buttler and houfe-fteward, met ^hpm ^t 
the, faid White-hart inn, and informed this deponept and 
his brother the faid Matthew Stevens, of his lordfhip'? fufpi- 
cions th^t his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland wouiji

gone out of town, and that his lordfhip imagined he would 
endeavour to meet the faid lady Grbfvenor ; and the fai4 
Matthew Stevens, John Stephens, and this deponent talked 
tht matter over together ; and he the faid Matthew Ste- 
venf enquired what company was in thp houfe, and 
he the faid Matthew Stephens told this deponent and the 
faid John Stephens, that upon fuch his enquiring,he was in- 
formed of two perfons being in the houfe, and one of whom 
they looked upon as out of his mind\ and that they had been 
ever fince they were in the houfc, or moft of the time, in

man with her, in fuch room, whom he well knows wips 
his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, and in 
which, room there was a bed ; that his faid royal highnefs 
was then without his great coat, had a kind of a dark- 
coloured coat, with a dark-coloured wig on, and wat 
flanding much about the middle of the room, and his faid 
royal highnefs feemed to be buttoning in his waiftcoat, 
and in great confufion ; and this deponent faith. That the 
faid lady Grofvenor, when they firft entered into the room, 
endeavpured to make her efcape out of another door, th^t 
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led to the room in which fhe was ; and flie the faid lady 
Grofvenor in attempting fo to do, fell down two or three 
fteps, and at fuch time the Taid kdy Grofvenor'5 hair ap- 
peared to be very much tumbled, and the handkerchief 
about her neck very much tumbled, fo that the deponent 
faw part of her breaft naked ; and this deponent further 
faith. That his. faid royal highnefs the dukeof Cumberland 
went into another room or bed-chamber, and faid that 
he was not in lady Grofvenor's bed-<hamber ; and this de« 
ponent believes the deponent might fay to him that he 
was; and that his royal highne^ thereupon {bould fay, 
that he would tah his bible oath that he was not in her la- 
dy (hip's be9-chamber ; and his faid royal highnefs exprefTed 
himfeJf in words to th^t or the like effe<9:, and feemingly 
confufed and in a fright faid, that he hoped no harm was 
intended himi or fomething to that tS^St ; and this depo- 
nent faith, that by reafon of the feveral circumftances by 
him before-mentioned, and they being fome time before they 
could open the door, he this deponent thinks that his faid 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland and the; faid lady 
Grofvenor, if they had been only fitting down, might have 
made their efcape before the door was bfoke open by means 
of tb^ other door ; but this deponent does believe, by rea- 
fon of his highnefs being about buttoning, or doing of 
fomething to his waiftcoat, and the appearance of the faid 
l^dy Grofvenor by him before-mentioned, that they were 
(at the tioie they attempted to open the door) upon the bed 
together, and therefore this deponent does verily believe,

— To the eighth and twenty- 
third articles of the faid libel he depofes and fays, That 
he now is, and for about nine years laft palt hath been 
iirft coachman to the right honourable Richard lord Grof- 
venor, party in this caufe, and thereby he came to know 
the right honourable Henrietta lady Grofvenor, his wife, 
the other party in this caufe, and he further faith. That 
he this deponent ufed to drive the ^oach for the faid lady 
Grofvenor in the day time, very frequently in the fpring of 
the laft year, and in the fummer, till about the month of 
Oftobcr laft, when the faid lord and ladv Grofvenor went 
into the country; and this deponent faith. That he very 
frequently ufed to drive the faid lady Grofvenor to one 
Scarborrough's, a perfumer, in Pall-mall, and perfumer to 
his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, and who lived 
immediately oppofite his faid highnefs's houfe in Pall-mall ; 
and this deponent feldom or ever drove his faid lady Grof- 
venor to the faid perfumer's in Pall-mall, but this deponent 
obferved his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland at 
the window, and when he did not happen to be at the win- 
dow, he has drove on to fome (hop, and fo returned up 
Pall-mall again, fometimes fix or eight times a day; and 
this deponent was always ordered by her ladyfhip, when- 
ever he has been going from my lord's houfe in Grof- 
venor fquare with her ladyfliip to Taviftock-ftreet, to 
go down St, James's ftreet, and up Pall-mall, whereas 
he (hould have gone along Piccadilly as the nigheft way, 
and when the deponent hath been with her ladylhip at a.

ftate of health he feldom or ever drove her ladyfhip of an 
evening, but he hath at times drove her to Vauxhali, Ra- 
nelagh, and this deponent hath obferved his royal highnefs 
the duke of Cumberland, whom he well knows, generally 
to go a little before or a little after the faid lady Grofvenor, 
tod rather before, and fometimes rather after her ladyfhip^s 
coach hath been called, his faid royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland's fervants have been called, and further to the 
faid articles he cannot depofe. — To the twenty-fourth and 
twenty- fifth arti^cles of the faid libel he depofes and fays^

by her fifter the honourable Mifs Caroline Vernon, one of

times be walking in the gardens, but muft have been in the 
boufe, becaufe if otherwife hercloaths muft have appeared 
wet, andihe muft have been very wet, which fee was not, and 
all the times, except once, there was a hackney-coach 
waiting with the deponent, .and the hackney*coachmen and 
the deponent have drank together ^ and fuch hackqey- 
coachmen did conftantly telf this deponent, that the^ 
brought his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland^ 
there, and that they waited to carry him back, and this 
deponent faith. That the latter ^nd of September laft, when' 
the weather was cold, he this deponent fat the faid lady

That at all times when fhe the faid lady Grofvertor was 
at Kenfington-palace, as by him before- mentioned, fhc 
the faid lady Grofvenor, when fhe returned to get into her 
coach for London, appeared to this deponent to be very 
much difordered in her drefs, h^r hair loofe behind, ruffles 
and apron very much tumbled, and the hair behind hang- 
ing about her neck as if fhe had tumbled it behind, by 
laying down, and this deponent well remembers her apron 
being once torn, and by reafon of the feveral circumftancdj 
by him before-mentioned, he this deponent does verily be- 
lieve that his faid royal highnefs the Duke of Cumbcfrland, 
(at all, fome, or one of the times that the faid lady GrofVc^' 
nojr was fo at the palace at Kenfington) and fhe the faid

vant Ihe could have trufted to have conveyed a note, (be 
need not have put herfelf in other people's power ; and 
added, that (he was in many people's power ; that (he had 
often thought of mentioning it to this deponent, but that 
(be expedled this deponent would fly, and make a great 
iK>ife,and exclaim againft it, which would be very difagree- 
able to her ; and this deponent faid. That fhe (hould have

as {he could, and the deponent ufed to put her to bed, the 
faid lady Grofvenor faying that fhe was afraid of thieves at 
publick inns ^ but fhe the faid lady Grofvenor, contrary to

— To the feventh article of the faid libel he de- 
pofes and fays, That he now is and for about fixteen years 
laft paft hath been in the fervice of the right honourable 
Richard lord Grofvenor, one of the parties in this caufe, 
and by his marriage with the right honourable Henrietta 
lady Grofvenor, his wife, the other party in this caufe, 
he came to know herladyihip ; and he further faith, That 
the faid lord and lady Grofvenor continued to live and co- 
habit together as man and wife, at bed and board, till fome- 
time in or about the month of June, one thoufand feven 
hundred and fixty-nine, about which time her ladyfliip 
was brought to bed of a fon, afterwards baptized by the 
name of Richard; that he verily believes his lordfliip par- 
ted beds with the faid lady Grofvenor, his wife, on account 
of her being about to lye-inn, and that during her laying- 
inn heUhis deponent underftood and believes that .his lord- 
fliip intercepted fome letters, and difcovered a correfpon- 
dence between her ladyfliip and the duke of Cumberland, 
And this deponent, does verily believe, well knowing that 
his lordfliip had a feparate bed-chamber at that time, that 
fince they firft parted beds upon the account of her lying-inn, 
that he the faid lord Grofvenor hath not lain in the fame 
bed with her the faid lady Grofvenor, or had the carnal 
life and knowledge of her body ; and further to the faid 
articles he cannot depofe.

envelope or cover, wzs meant and intended his fatd royal 
highnefs the duke of Cumberland, and nootherperfon what^ 
foever, by reafon of fuch fuperfcription on the faidenvelopeoB 
cover; andithe fame being of the hand- writing of the faid lady 
Grofvenor, and that by the words *^ Reda," twice mentioned 
in the faid exhibit marked F, and once in the poftfcriptj; 
and that by the letter D, once mentioned in the faid 
exhibit, was meant and intended Mrs. Reda a milliner in 
Pall-mall with whom her lady&ip dealt with as a miHiner> 
iind through whom (he received notes or letters as this depo- 
nent verily believes from the duke of Cumberland ; and 
Ky the faid letter D, the countefs Dtinholph, who ufed 
very frequently to vifit the faid lady Grofvenor ; and ftiiv 
ther to the faid articles he cannot depofe. — To the twentjr 
fhird article of the faid libel he depofes and fays, that in 
the month of 0£toberl aft, the faid lady Grofvenor, and Mifs 
Caroline Vernon herfifter, feveral times when it was dark 
m the evening ufed to walk within the gardens in Grofve- 
nor- fquare, and he this deponent having heard fomethinjg 
dropped relative to a fuppofed conne(Sfcion between the faid 
lady Grofvenor and the duke of Cumberland, determined 
to watch, in order that he might fee them in the gardenSj^ 
he the deponent thinking, it fomewhat extraordinary that 
her ladyfhip ihould at that time of the year walk there af-

ney coach and he followed them to the duke of Cumber- 
land's houfe in PalUmall ; • and he this deponent then favir 
his royal bighnefs the duke of Cumberland get out of fuch 
hackney-coach, and go into his houfe in Pall-mall; and further 
lo the laid articles he cannot depofe. — To the twenty-eighth, 
thirty-fourth, thirty-fixth, and thirty-eighth articles of the 
faid libel he depofes and fays. That on Monday the twen- 
ty-third day of Oiftober laft, the faid ladv Grofvenor with 
her children and family Tet out from London for lord Grof- 
venor's houfe fituate at Eaton, in the county-palatine of 
Chefter, and her ladyfhip intended going that night as far 
as St. Albans, in tl^ county of ^Hertford ; that her lady- 
ship's fifter Mi(^ Caroline Vernon, accompanied her lady- 
ihip, and the faid lord Grofvenor propofed Tetting out the 
day following for New-market races, and to go from thence 
acrofs the country t& his houfe at Eaton, that he this depo- 
nent having buimefs of his lordfliip's to do that afternoon, 
did not attend the faid lady Grofvenor to St, Albans, but

WILLIAM SMITH, of the Fpur Croffes-inn, in 
the parifli of Woolverhampton, in the county of 
Stafford, innholder, aged thirty-four years, a witnefs pro- 
duced . and fworn.-— To the thirty-third, thirty-fourth, 
and fifty-firft, articles of the faid libel he depofes and fays. 
That for abput fourteen or fifteen years laft paft he hath 
Jcnown th6^ right honourable Richard lord Grofvenor, par- 
ty in this caufe, by his ufing the deponent's houfe, being 
an inn known by the name of the Four Crofles in the 
county of Staffbrq, in his way to and from Ch^^ibire, and

Stephens, who is in the fervice of his lordfhip, defiring %q 
fee this deponent, he went to the faid lord Grofvenor's

riding towards Eaton, the feat of the faid lord Orofvenor ; 
4hat his higluteft was fo difgnifed in a large grd^t toat', tHe 
^ape of which wa^ buttoned quite round his chin^ had a ^ 
Mack or darfcifli-coldured ^ on, very near a black, with 
a hat fla[^d over his face ; and further to the faid articles 
lie cannot depofe.-^To the fifty-ninth, iixtieth, and fixty- 
(irft articles of the faid libel he depofes and fayS, That on

houfe in Grofv^itor-fquare, and his lordfliip communicated

XpLIZABETH ROBERTS of Bennet-Jhcet, in the

nefs, produced and fworn. — To the fecond article of 
the faid allegation, this deponent faitfi, That fi;L$JuK)ws 
the right honourable Richard lord Grofvenor, party in 
this caufe, and hath known him from about the months 

of 
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of May or June laft : That one evening in thofc months, 
but which month or what particular evening the deponent 
does not now recollect, fhe happened to be walking thro* 
Cranbourn-alley, near Leiceflec-fields, in the county of 
Middlefex, and overtook a gentleman, whom (he has fincc 
found to be Richard lord Grofvenor, party in this caufe; 
and fhe, the deponent, accofted him, and afked him bOw 
he did? to which he anfwered. Oh, how do you do, my 
little wicke.d ? Will you go and drink a glafs of wine with 
me ? and the deponent aflenting to fuch propofal, he, the 
faid Richard lord Grofvenor, defired her to go to a houfe 
in Leicefter-fields called the Hotel, and he would follow 
hec ; That the deponent went to the hotel accordingly, 
and tha deponent followed her thither ; and they went into 
a room up one pair of ftairs, in which there was a green 
bed ; and the deponent and his lordfliip there drank a 
crown bowl of arrack punch together : That his lordfhip, 
during the time they were in fuch room together, faid to 
the deponent, " My dear little girl, are you well ? be- 
*' caufe if j^ou are not, tell me, and Til give you double 
*' the fum of money I fliall give you if I roger you;" to 
which the deponent anfwered. That fhe was very well; 
and he again ret)lied. That he would not be injured for all 
theworfd: That the faid Richard lord Grofvenor then 
immediately defired the deponent to lay down crofs the 
bed, which fhe accordingly did, and his lordfhip then ro- 
gered her, meaning thereby that he had the carnal ufe and 
knowledge of her body : That he gave the deponent a 
guinea on the occafion ; then rUng the bell, and the wait- 
er, whofe name was JohnCollins, came into the* room ; 
and the faid Richard lord Grofvenor then paid the waiter 
half a guinea. fcr the ufe of the room, and feven fhillings 
and fixpence for the punch and to the waiter for his at- 
tendance, and other things ; after which there remained 
three fhillings of his change for a guinea, which he alfo 
gave to the deponent : That the faid lord Grofvenor then 
inquired of the deponent, where fhe lived? and the depo- 
nent informed him, but told him, fhe could not fee any 
company there : That he then told the deponent, That 
he liked her very well, and fhe afked him. If fhe might

go with her, he would, on fuch fignal, follow her to fomc 
proper houfe ; and this fignal being fettled, his lordfliip 
went away from the hotel, and left the deponent behind

Collins the waiter, who informed her, That the gentle- 
man fhe had been with was lord Grofvenor, which me was 
before unacquainted with: That about ten days after the 
ctrcymflances abovementioned, fhe, the deponent, was 
walking crofs Leicefter-fields, towards Cranbourn-altey 
aforefaid, and looking back, faw the faid Richard lord

That he does know his 
feUow-witnefs Alice Tipping, wife of William Tipping,, 
formerly Alice Williams, otherwife Charlotte Gwynne, 
fpinfter, and Ijas known her from about the .month of 
November 1767; and ftrft faw her accidentally, by hap-^^ 
penihg to.be hi lord Grofvenor's,, the miniftrant*s, car- 
riage, with him, the faid miniftrant, in the faid month of 
November, going from Holywell in Flintfhire to Eaton 
in Cheihire ; and in the courfe of their journey, there hap- 
pened to he a crofe-rbad, at which place the refpondent*s 
faid feliow-witnefe rode up .to the fide of fuch carriage, .

lord . Grofvenor, the miniftrant, made her a prefcnt of 
fubfequent to his trial with the duke of Cumberland : 
That the money ihe is poflcfflcd of, was all Bfrade her a pre* 
ftnt of fome months (tnce byj or on behalf of the faid m«hi<« 
ftrant, who promifed to make her a fettlement, and to take 
pare of her and her family, provided fhe would keep out of 
the producent's way, and hot give evidence againft hislord- 
(bip on any occafion \yhatcver, as fhe has informed the re- 
ipondent, and which information he believes to be true : That 
ihe has been fupported and maintained in eating and d rinking, 
for about fix weeks paft, at the expence of the refpondent 
and others of lady Grofvenor, the producent'« friends. And 
further to the faid interrogatory the respondent cannot an- 
fwer. St- To the thiwi interrogatory, the refpondent an* 
fwers. That he hath heard, and believes, ThatMn Bux-'

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In, the mean time poor l^y Grofvcnpr^is aban- 
doned by every body, exceat^her owq rcdations, 
the fpiritual cx>urt, and her ,fo|ipitpr, 5 — r— . The 
court indeed have allowed her two thoulani gpunds 
a year pendente lite; but the \^niazing e:9;pe^c?s fne 
IS put to, in fupporting^ her Avitnwes an4 leeing 
her lawyers, reduce^ ,her to a. dilate of •. real indiT 
gence. 

To do her lawyers juftice, they do riot feem 
fparing in their pains to extricate her from her 
troubles, and obtain for her a comfortable alimony 
in future.

any otbjer perfon or perfons whofoever, lawfully in-

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tcrvcning and appearing in judgment for her, be- 
fore you, by way of complaint, and hereby com- 
plaining unto you in this behalf, doth fay, alkdge^ 
and in law, articulately propound as follows. 

rft- 'T^HAT fome time in the year of our Lord one 
'■• thbufand feven hundred and fixty-four, the faid' 
right honourable Richard lord Grofvenor, being a bache- 
lor, of the age of thirty years and upwards, and free from 
all matrimonial contrafts, did make his addreffes and 
courtfllip, in the way of marriage, to the faid Henrietu 
lady Grofvenor, then Henrietta lady Vernon, eldeft 
daughter of Henry Vernon of Milton, in the county of 
Stafford, Efquire, at that time a fpinfter, and a minor, 
of the age of eighteen years and upwards, alfo free from 
all matrimonial contraas; and (he, the faid Henrietta 
Vernon, now Henrietta lady Grofvenor, did, with the 
approbation of her faid father, receive and entertain him, 
the faid lord Grofvenor, as a fuitor to her in the way of 
marriage 5 and they did afterwards contraft themfelves to 
each other, and agree to be married accordingly : and this 
was and is true. And the party proponent doth alledgc 
and propound as before, 

2d, That on the 19th day of July, in the year of our 
Lord one thoufand feven hundred and fixty-four, in pur- 
fuance of a licence, granted for that purpofe by the moft 
reverend father in God Thomas, then archbifhop of Can- 
terbury, they, the faid Richard lord Grofvenor and Hen- 
rietta Vernon, were, by the cohfent of the faid Henry 
Vernon, Efq; her father, lawfully joined together in holy 
matrimony, in the pariih-church of St. George, Hanover- 
fouare, in the county of Middlefex, by the reverend 
George Taylor, clerk, a prieft or minifter, in holy orders 
of the church of England, according to the rites and cere- 
monies of the church of England, and were by him then 
j>ronounced lawful hufband and wife, in the prefence of 
divers of the fSamily and relations of her the faid Henrietta 
Vernon, and others: and this was and is^true.

lince which time, he, the faid lord Grofvenor, hath not 
lain in the fame bed with her, the faid lady Grofvenor, or 
had the carnal ufe qr knowledge of her body : That he, 
the faid Lord Grofvenor, at firft parted beds with the faid 
lady Grofvenor his wife, on account of her being brought 
to bed 5 but during her laying-in, his lordfhip difcovering 
jfhc hid unlawful and adulterous connexion which fhe, 
"Lie faid lady Grofvenor, had contraSed, and the illegal 
correfpondence Which {he carried on with his faid royal 
highnefs the duke of Cumberland, as mentioned in the 
next preceding article, totally refrained from laying with 
her, the faid Jady Grofvenor : and this was and is true. 
"And the party proponent doth alledge and propound as be- 
fore. , 

8th. Alfa that the aforefaid unlawful and adulterous 
connexion and acquaintance, between the faid lady Grof- 
venor and his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, 
commenced fome time in or about the fpring of the year 
of our Lord one thoufand fcven hundred and fixty-eight; 
from which time till his faid royal highnefs went to fea, 
as hereinafter is mentioned, the faid lady Grofvenor and 
his faid royal highnefs the duke, of Cumberland were 
almoft conrtantly together at all public places, and went 
almofl always together from them, particurarly from the 
play, the opera, divers concerts, publick and private, Al- 
tnack's, Kenfington gardens, Vauxhall, and Ranelagh, 
and other places ; and fcarce a day ever pafled during 
the faid time that they were not together ; and fo pub- 
lick and notorious was their intimacy, that whenever her 
Jadyfhip's chair or carriage was called for, the fervauts 
in waiting at the places where they ^^n were ufed to call

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^piAy Now the duke of Cumberland's ftrvants, thereby

nine, till the month of Odober following, met at the 
houfe of one Mary Redaj a milliner, fituate in Pall-Mall, 
in the county of Middlefex, and alfo at other houfes be- 
longing to, or kept by the faid Mary Reda ; and at fucb 
times they fo met at her (aid houfe in Pall-Mall, they ufed 
to be in a room up ftairs in the faid houfe, adjoining to 
•which there was ia room with a bed in it, and a door out of 
4me room into the other, or in a back room behind the 
fliop, therein alone together for two or three hours at a 
time ; and frequently, during the faid time and afterwards, 
wrote divers notes and letters to each other, which were 
conveyed in a private manner by the faid Mary Reda, as 
hereinafter is more particularly mentioned; and at fuch 
times they fo met at the faid Mary Reda's, they, the faid 
lady Grckvenor and his fsud royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberls^nd, had the carnal ufe and knowledge of each 
others body, and thereby committed the crime of adultery 
together ^ and this was and is true, and the party propo*- 
nent doth alledge and propound as before. 

loth. Alfo that in the month of February or March 
,laft, the faid lady Grofvenor went to an aflembly held at

county of Middlefex, and ordered her coach to come and 
fetch her at eleven o'clock, but about nine o'clock (he fent 
to fee for her coach, and finding it was not come took a 
hackney chair and went to the houfe of the countefs D'on- 
hofF, fituate in Cavendifh-fquare, in the faid countv of 
Middlefex, to which place his faid royal highnefs the duke 
of Cupiberland (whpwas alfo atAlmaick'saforefaid) fol- 
lowed her immediately, in another hackney-chair ; and 
they, the faid lady Grofvenor and the duke of Cumber- 
^^d^ ^aid at t^e fai4 cou^fef^ P'onho^s till about one 

p'c^ock 
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Vdock in the mornmg, unknown to the faid lord Grofvcw^. 
4)or ; that they were during great part of the faid time 
alone^ in one and the fame room together, and there com- 
mitted the foul crime of adultery together ; and this was 
and is true, and the party proponent doth alledge and 
-propound as before. 

I ith. That Tome time in or about the months of April 
«f May laft, (he, the faid lady Grofvenpr, went .to the 
faouie of the laid countefs D'onhoiF, fituate as aforefaid, 
and enquired of a fervant, who was left in the faid houfe 
to take care of it, whether her ladyfhip was come to town, 
Ihe, the faid countefs D'onhofF, having for fome time be- 
ibre been out of town ; and upon the utid fervant's telling 
ber fhe was not, and that ihe did not expe<5); her, ihe,* the 
faid lady Groivenor, told her fhe was coming to town, 
and would be in town befpre or by nine o'clock that evert- 
ing, and that ihe would go up ftairs and wait for her 
coining ; and accordingly fhe went up into the dining- 
room of the faid houfe, and in a very little time after- 
.wards, it being then about feven o'clock in the evening, 
his faid royal bigbnefs the duke of Cumberland came to 
the faid houfe, in a hackney-chair, without any fervant, 
muffled up in a great coat, fo that his face could hardly 
be feen, and enquired of the faid fervant if lady Grofve-? 
nor was there, and told her that he was her brother ; and 
being informed fhe was up flairs, went up into the faid 
room where ihe was ; that they flaid alone together in the 
faid dining-room, till ten o'clock at night. And the party 
4)roponent doth further alledge and propound, that the 
faid countefs D'onhoflF did not come to town that even- 
ing, nor did fhe ever propofe fo to do ; nor had fhe, the 
faid lady Grofvenor, any reafon to fuppofe fhe would; 
but went merely to meet his faid royal highnefs there ; 
and this was and is true, and the party proponent doth al- 
ledge and propound as before. 

1 2th. Alfo thstt the faid countefs D'onhofF continued 
<jut pf town for fome time after the faid lady Grofvenor 
fo went to her houfe to meet his royal highnefs the duke 
of Cumberland, as mentioned in the next preceding arti- 
cle; and during the faid time, they, the faid lady Grofve- 
]K>r and the duke of Cumberland, met at her faid houfe 
.about four diiierent times ; at which times he, the faid 
dulqe of Cumberland, always went thither in a hackney- 
^hair, without any fervant, ^d ^luffled up in a great coat, 

to 
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lb prevent being known; that fomeeimes he cune fir#, 
and went up Hairs and waited till the faid lady Grofirenor 
t^me ; and at other times (he came firft, and waited for 
his faid royal highnefs ; and at fuch times they enquired 
for each other as brother and lifter : that at the iaid fede- 
ral times they fo met at the faid houfe, the3r generally came 
at or about feven, and flayed till near ten and fometimes 
till eleven o'clock at night, and were always in the iaid 
dining-room alone togedier, in Which there was a couch. 
And the party proponent doth exprefslv alledge and pro* 
pound, that they, the faid lady Grefvenor and hi^ faid 
rojral highnefe the duke of Cumberland, met at the Md 
houfe, ifi order to carry on their faid amour with the tti6f% 

{Privacy and fecrecy; there bcihg no pcrfon at fiich times 
n the faid Houfe, but the faid maid*fervant ; and the £ihi 
lady Grofvenor and his faid royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland, at the feveral times they fo met there «« . 
aforefaid, did not call or ring for candles, but remained 
together in the faid dining-room till after it had been a 
long time dark, ^hich the faid fervant obfe^^ing, uftnl to 
carry candies to them of her own accord ; Aat the firfl 
time file did fo, flie was going to fetthem upon a cable at 
the end of the room wheK they were then fitting, but his 
faid rcwal highnefs ordered her to take them to die other 
end of the room, and Teemed greatly afraid the ikid fer« 
vant Ihould fee his face. And the party proponent dodi 
alledge and propbund, that at all ti^nes they, the fsdd 
lady Grofvenor and his faid royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland, fo met at the faid houie as aforefaid, thejf 
had the carnal ufb and knowledge- of each others body, 
ind thereby committed the crime of adulter;^ togetiter & 
^nd when they left the faid houfe at night, his faM royal 
hidinefs went away on foot: This was and is true, 
and die party proponent dbth alledge and*prc$pound as be« 
fore. ' 

I3di« Alfo that the faid lady Grofvenor being witit 
child, and near the time of her delivery, fent to acquaint 
his faid royal /highnefs therewith, who thereupon, widi 
his own hand, wrote two letters to her, the faid lady 
Grofvenor, upon that occafion ; and conveyed the {kttk 
^ to her by means of the faid countefs D'onhoff's fervaiir, 
who delivered the fame to her ladyfliip privately and * jbt 
creUy, and unknown to the faid lord Grofvenor ^ rad &is 
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was and Is true, and the party proponent doth alledge afil 
propound as before. 

14th. That foon after the writing t^ie faid letters, men-* 
tioned in the nextpreceeding article, to wit, fomc time irf 
the beginning of the month pf June, in the year of our 
Lord one thoiafand feven hundred and fixty-nine, his faid[ 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, being an adniiral 
in his majefty's navy, was ordered upon a cruize; and was 
at that time commander of a fleet of (hips, hoifted his 
flag, as admiral, on board his majefty's frigate Venus, and 
was abfent on the faid cruize for about fix weeks ; and 
di^ring all the faid time, he and the faid lady Grofvernor 
maintained a correfpondence with each other by letters 
which did not come to, or were fentby her ladyfliip open- 

S; but were privately, and unknown, to the faid lord 
rofvenor, fent backwards and forwards by means of the 
faid countefs D'onhofF and Mrs. Reda, or one of them; 
and this was, and is true, public and notorious, and the 
party proponent doth alledge and propound as before. 

15th. Tbj^ the faid lady Grofvenor was brought to bed 
of her laft child on the feventh day of June laftj and in a 
few days afterwards the faid Mrs. Reda, under pretence 
of receiving orders from the faid lady Grofvenor for fomc 
miJlenery goods,* came to the faid lord Grofvenor's houfe, 
and by order of the faid lady Grofvenor, was (hewn up 
into her bedchamber, where fhe was in bed j that the faid 
lord Grofvenor Xoon afterwards came into the faid bed^ 
chamber to enquire after her ladyfhip's health, as he had 
conftantly done, during her lying-in, and there found 
the faid Mrs. Reda with her ladyfliip ; that they, the faid 
lady Grofvepor and Mrs. Reda were quite confuted and 
frightened at the appearance of his lordfhip, and immedi- 
ately after his lordfhip had got into the room, the faid 
Mrs. Reda withdrew, faying to the faid lady Grofvenor ;

the party proponent doth alledge and propound, was only 
faid to impofe upon his lordfliip ; for that the fa£t was, 
that the faid Mrs. Reda, at that time came either to bring 
her ladyfliip a letter from his faid royal highnefs the duke 
of Cumberland, or to take one away /or him from her 
lad]rfliip ; and this was, and is true, and the party pro- 
ponent doth alledge and propound as before. 

1 6th. That in a few days after the tranfa£lion mention- 
ta in the next precoeding article^ the faid lord Grofvenor

J7^h. That in fupply of proof of part of the premifles 
mentioned in the three next preceding articles, aiid to ajl 
other intents aiid purpofes in lavv whatever^ the partv pro- 
ponent doth exhibit, and hereunto annex, feveral nits of 
paper writing, feverallynumherea i, .2, 3, .4, 5, T% 8, 9, 
an4 10, and prays t|hat the fame may be taken as part and 
ffurcel hereof, as if herein read ;^nd inferted, and did, and 
dpt^h alledge the fame to be the very papers by him, the faul' 
lord Grpfvenor, iaken from the faid lady Grofvcndr, and 
conveyed to her in the faid parcel, by the faid Mrs* Reda, 
i^ particularly mentioned in the next preceeding article ; 
.%pA t)iat the whole feries and contents .thereof, and the

vers perfons of credit and reputation, v/ho were, and are 
well acquainted with his faid royal highnefs, and with hi§ 
manner and char after of hand- writing, and fubfcriptionj 
and did, and doth allcdge, that by the words, '^ Little an- 
gel," and ''you" mentioned in that marked No* i, the word, 
*'you" in that marked No. 2, the word ''you" feveral time^, 
and, " your lovely I'm^" once mentioned in that marked 
No. 3 ; and the words, " To lady Grofvenor," appearing 
to be fuperfcribed on that marked No. 10, was meant anq 
intended, her, the faid lady Grofvenor, party in this caiife, 
and no other perfon ; and that, by the word, " Venus," 
mentioned in that markeji No. r,viras meant and intended, 
his Majefty's faid frigate Venus, on board of which his faid 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland was at the time of 
the date of the faid letter, ( to wit, ) the 15th June laft as 
aforefaid, and no other fhip or veflel whatever; and this 
was and is true, and the party proponent doth alledge and 
propound as before. 

1 8th. That in a few days after the faid lord Grofvenor 
had got poflefRon of the torn letter, as mentioned in the 
feventeenth articie of this libel, he went into the faid lady 
Grofvenor's bed-chamber, and upoii his opening the door, 
faw her fold up fome papers which the feemed to have been 
writing upon, and put them into her pockets, which fhe 
Jiad in her hands, and was carryipg faid pockets a-crofs the 
room, upon which his lordfhip faid he wanted to fee what 
fhe had been writing ; that thereupon her ladyfliip appear- 
ed to be in great diitrefs, and begged he would not, but he 
being deterniined, after fome ftruggling got the pockets from 
jier, upon which fhe intreated him to return the paper§ 
without reading them, faying, that if he did read them, it 
woujd be impoifible for them to live any longer together, 
and a great deal more to that efFeift; but he, the faid lord 
'Grofvenor paid no regard thereto, but taking the faid poc- 
kets, went down ftairs, and fent her ladyfhip's fervant Han- 
pah Birch to her; that upon the faid Hannah Birch going 
to her lady, fhe tne faid lady Grrofvenor appeared to her to 
' e in great diilrefs, and much agitated, and faid ^o the fai4 
annah Birch, "Why did you not tell me my lord-^ (mean-

Ihc feid Hannah Birch replied, **^^ that (he did not know he

nah Birdh faying, **- (he did not know," (he the.faid lady

^ berland, and that (he muft go out of the houfc that night, 
•• for it wais impoffible for her to ftay after her lord had 
*• ften fuch tetters," or (he expreffed herfelf in words to 
to that or the like effed ; upon which the faid Hannah 
Sirch begged of her to be compofed^ and confider her fitii- 
ation, her month not being then up fince her lying in ; and 
this was, and is true, and the party proponent doth alledgc 
and propound as before. 

* 19th. That in fupply of proof of part of the premiflef 
mentioned in the feveral articles of this libel, and particu- 
larly in the thirteenth, fourteenth, fifteenth and eighteenth 
arfides thereof, and to all other intents and purpofes in 
lafW whatever, the party deponent doth exhibit and herean- 
tty annex five paper writings, marked with the letters B< 
C, D, E, and F, Which he prays ma^ be received ahd taken as 
part and parcel hereof, as if herein read and inferted, and 
did, and doth alledge, that they are the very letters found 
by the faid lord Grofvenqr in the pockets of the faid lady 
Grofvenor, when, he took the fame from her, and by her 
the faid lady Grofvenor fpoke of to her fervant the faid 
Hannah Birch, as particularly mentioned in the next pre- 
ceding article 5 and that thofe marked B, C, D, and E, are 
letters wrote by his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber- 
and, and by him fent to the faici lady Grofvenor, during 
the time his royal highnefs was on board his Majefty's faid 
frigate, Venus ; arid that the whole feries and contents

arty in this caufe, and fo well known, and believed to be 
>y divers pcrfons, of credit and reputation, who have often 
feeri her ladylhip write and fubfcril^e her name, and are.therc- 
by Well acquainted Vvith her manner and <:hara5er of hand- 
writing and fubfcription ; and this was and is true, and the 
party proponent doth aliedge and propound as before. 

20th. That by the words," " my ever deareft love," 
*' thou deareft angel of my foul," ** my angel," and, ** my 
•* adorable angel," n^ehtioned in the faid letter, or paper- 
writing marked B 5 the words, " my dear little angel,*' 
** the angel of myfoul, joy and happinefs;" in that marked 
C, the words, ** my dear little angel," " my deareft love," 
*^ tt\y dear love," *' my love," '' your dear felf-angel of my 
<* heart," "my dear angel," «^ thou moft amiable and 
** deareft little creature," and, *' joy of my life," mention- 
ed in that marked D, and the word, " Harriot" men- 
tiOiied in the fecond and laft line of the quotation from 
Prior's poems therein mentioned, the words, " My ever 
^* deareft liftle angel," " lovely deareft foul," "dear you," 
♦' adorablepetite creature, machere petite bijoux," mention- 
ed in that marked E ; and by the words, ** To lady Grof- 
venor" appearing to be fuperfcribed on thofe marked B ,Ct 
and £, was meant and intended the faid Henrietta, lady 
Grofvenor, party in this caufe, and no other perfon what- 
ever ; and by the letter D appearing in thofe marked B, C, 
and E, and the words and letters Mrs. Reda appearing ia 
that marked E, was meant and intended the faid countefs- 
D'onhofF, and Mrs. Mary Reda herein before-mentioned ; 
and that by the words, " my deareft friend," " dear, dear 
^* friend," " my dear foul," "my dear little friend," " my 
*^ deareft friend," "mon adorable ami, montres chere ame," 
** my deareft foul," twice mentioned in the faid exhibit or 
.piper- writing marked F, and the words, '^ my deareft life," 
mentioned in a poftfcript thereto ; and the Words, '* to his royal 
" highnefs the duke of Cumberland," appearing to be fu- 

per- 
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pericribed on the faid envelope or cover, was metaC and in* 
^ded bis faid ]X)]ral hiehnefs Henry f i-edtrick duke of 
Cumberland, herein berore feveral times mentioned, and 
no other perfon i and by the word << &eda" twice mentioned 
in the faid exhibit marked F» and once in the (aid poftfcript, 
and the letter D, onc^ mentioned in the faid exhibit, was 
meai^t and intended the faid Airs. Reda, and the counteft 
t)'onhoff before- mentioned, and no other perfoti or perfons 
whatever, and this was and is true, and the party frppo- 
nent doth alledfte and propound as before. 

2 1 ft. That the day after th^ (aid lord Drofvenor liad U- 
ken the ^aid letter's from his wife;, the faid lady Grofvenor, 
as herein before n\entioned, die, the (aid lady Grolvienor in 
talking with the faid Hannah )3irch her &rvant upon what 
had paiTed on that occafion, fard to her, ^' If you had been 
^^ a fervant, I could have trufted to have conveyed a note, 
^^ I need not have put myfelfmotherpeople's power, for I am 
*' in many people's power) I haveoftenthought<if mention* 
^^ ing it to you, but expe&ed you would exclaim againft 
** it, which would have been very di(agrecable to roe;" to 
which the faid Hannah Birch relied, ^^ (he Aotild <have 
•' been very forry to have difobliged her lady fliip, but if (he 
*^ had propofed it, ihe certainly ibould have aefufed carrying 
^' a note, or any thing of that kind, tho' ihe had been turn- 
*.^ ed put of doors for refuting 4" upon which the faid lad/ 
Grofvenor faid, *^ I pcpefted it, aiid was foroed to.puttny-^ 
*^ felf in other people's power ; but, when a woman is de-^ 
^^ termined to proceed in that way> it is iiot in a fervant's 
" power to prevent it ;" to which the (aid Hannah Birch

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22d. That previous to the faid lord Grofvchor's difc<>- 
very of the amour between her, the faid Jady Grofvenor 
and his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, andf 
before his taking any or either of the letters herein before- 
mentioned from her, he frequently afked her, the ftiid 
lady Grofvenor, When (he thought fhe fliould be well 
enough to go with him to his feat in Chefhire ? but fhe 
evaded the faid queftion as often and as long as (he could, 
or only anfwered in general, *' On her recovery ;'* and tho' 
the queftion was often repeated, yet {he always found fome 
excufc for not fixing the time for her going ; and when 
her health would no longer avail her as an excufe, fhe then 
took advantage of her fifter, Mrs. Hill being with child, to 
fay, fhe could not leave her fifler in tharfituation, and 
muft ftay till her delivery : But the party proponent doth 
alledge and propound, That fuch excufes were only cal- 
culated to delay the time of her leaving London, till his 
faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland fhould return 
to town from his aforefaid cruize, as appears from the faid 
exhibit, or paper-writing, marked F, hereunto annexed, 
and herein before pleaded and exhibited, and to which the 
party proponent craves leave to refer, in fupply of proof 
of this article; and this was and is true, and the party 
proponent doth alledge and propound as before. 

23d, That his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber- 
land returned from his aforefaid cruize, to London, the 
latter end of July or the beginning of Auguft laft ; from 
which time they, the faid Henrietta lady Grofvenor and 
his faid royal highnefs, renewed their faid perfonal adul- 
terous intercourfe, and were almofl conttantly together at 
publfck and private places, and left the fame generally at 
one and the fame time together, m the fame manner as 
mentioned in the eighth article of this libel ; and even 
carried their faid illegal intercourfe and connection fo 
openly, as to meet in the gardens within Grofvenor-fquare, 
in the county of Middlefcx, diredly oppofite the faid 
lord Grofvenor's houfe in the faid fquare, and there have 
been feen together alone for feveral hours ; and they alfo 
renewed their faid frequent meetings together alone at the 
faid Mary Reda's in Pall-mall, and at other houfes which 
flie kept ; whereas before they ufed to be in the faid room 
up flairs behind the fhop, in the faid houfe in Pall-maJl, 
and in other rooms in the faid other houfes kept by the 
faid Mrs. Reda 3 and at fuch times, and in the 'faid places, 

t^ey 
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' liicy, the faid lady Grofvenor and the faid duke of Cum^ 
berland, had the carnal ufe. and knowledge of each others 
body, and thereby committed the crime of adultery toge- 
ther ; and this wis and is true, and the party proponent 
jdoth ailedge and propound as before. 

24th. That in the month of September laft, fhe, the 
fskid lady Grofirenor^ went in her coach to Kenfington- 
gardens ; and almoft as fooa as fbe could get out of her 

. coach, his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland alfo 
came to the gate of the faid gardens in a hackney-coach $ 
and they went together into the faid gardens, and from 
thence to* apartnfients in the royal palace there, which his 
faid royal htgfanefs^ has kept for himfelf, where they ftaid for 
two or three hours alone together, ai)d there alfo had the 

carnal ufe and knowledge of each other's bodies, and 
thtrdby committed the ^crime of ad^ltery together ; and 

> this was and is true, and tb^ party proponei)t doth at- 
ledge, a^ propoi^nd a3 before. 

25th. Alio that in the mo^ith of OAober following, 

• ihe, the (aid lady Grofvenor, went twice to the faid gar- 
/dens at Ken&ngton, and his faid royal highnefs the duke 
of Cumberland alfo met her there at each of the faid 
times, he coming in a backoey-coach ; that both thofe 
idays were very wet : that they then alfo went to his (aid 
loyal faighncfs's apartments in the palaq^ there, and ftaid 
in a room there alone, for two or three hours each day. 
And the party proponent doth alledge and propound, that 
as well ac the faid times, as at the times mentioned in the 
next preceding article, his faid royal highnefs ordered the 
man who kept the door of the faid gardens, at which they 
went in, that if any perfon fhould come there to inquire 
for him or lady Grofvenpr, to fend them a different way 
from that which leads to the palace, which they took ; an4 
upon their return, at all the faid times, the faid lady Grof. 
.venor's apron and head-drefs, and alfo his faid royal high* 
^efs's hair and whole drefs, were much tumbled ^nd dif. 
ordered. And the party proponent doth alledge and pro- 
pound, that at the faid two 1 aft mentioned times, they, 
^he faid lady Grofvenor and his faid rpyal highnefs the duke 
pf Cumberland, did commit the crime of adultery toge^ 
ther, in" the faid apartments in the palace at Kenfington ; 
and this was and is true, and the party proponent doth air 
j^cd^e and propound as before* 

^ ?$,*• That 
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26th. That before his faid Foyal highncfs the duke of 
Cumberland went upon hi^ faid cruize, and after his re- 
turn from the fame, and until the month of Oftober fol- 
lowing, (he, the faid ladv Grofvenor, very frequently 
went privately to vifit his faid royal highnefs, at his own 
boufe, fituate in Pali-mall ; and at fuch times, under pre- 
tence of going to vifit her fifter, the faid mifs Caroline 
Vernon, who is oiic of the maids of honour to her M^- 
jefty, and as fuch has apartments within the palace at St. 
James's, ufed to go in her coach to the palace-gate, and 
there difcharge her ceach and fervants, ordering her fer- 
vants to fetch her at a particular hour, which was gene- 
rally at or about eleven o'clock at night ; and as foon as 
fhe thought her fervants were out of fight, inftead of go- 
ing tD her faid fitter's apartments, went through the court- 
yard into St. James's Park, and from thence to the back 
door of his faid royal highnefs*s houfe, which opens into 
the faid park, and which door was always left open when 
her ladyfliip was expcfted, but was never fo left .open at 
any other time ; that his faid royal highnefs always re- 
ceived her at the gate of his faid garden, and conduiSed 
her into his houfe, where they ufed to ftay in a room alone 
toother for feveral hours, and till the time was come that 
4ht had ordered her coach at the palace-gate, when £be 
vied to return through the park, late as it was, and through 
the court-yard, and go to her fifter's apartments, to he in 
readinefs when her fervants came; that at one of thefe 
times, her ladyfliip not coming puiu9:ual to the time flie 
had ordered her coach, which wa^ at eleven o'clock at 
night, it was there before fee got to her faid fifter's apart- 
fnents, and upon the (ervants fending word to the faid 
apartments, that they w^re the^e, they received for anfwcr 
that her ladyfliip was not there, nor had been that even- 
ing ; foon after :vhi€h her ladyfliip came through the paf- 
iage leading from the park, and finding her fetvants had 
been to her fifter's aj>artments to enquire for her, appeared 
greatJv confufcd and frightened. An^ the party proponent 
iioih alledge and propound, that at the faid times, upon 
her return from the faid vifits to his faid royal highnefs, 
her ladyfiiip's doffths and ^hcad-drcis always appeared 
greatly rumpled anddifordered, and her aprons often torn, 
w'hkrh were not fo when fhe left home ; and at all the 
faid times, that flie, the faid lady Grorvcnor, fo went to 
hh faid royal hi^hnefs's houfe as aforefaid, they the faid 
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hiy trrofveiior ahd' his faid royal highness, tbt^n tod thet^ 
kad the carnal ufe and knowledge oF each others, bodies^ 
and thereby committed the crime of adultery together; atij 
this was and is true, and the party proponent dotk aliedgQ 
iand propound as before. 

27th. That about the rtaoriths of April or May laft, he-r 
fbxe his faid royal highnefs went upon his faid cruiz^t h^ 
the faid lord Grofvenor took a houfe at Craveh-bUl, about 
two miles from Hyde-park corner^ for the benefit of the 
air for his children, where flie, the faid lady Orofvenor^ 
and her faid children were for fcme weeks ; and during 
that time, his £iid royal highqefe frequently went to (e^ 
and vifit her, the faid lady Grofvenor, there, and was at 
fuch timels alone, and in dsfguife^ to prevent his being 
known ; and at fach vifits they were tc^ther, hj a roQm 
of the fafd houfe at Craven-hill, klone, for a confider^bl^ 
time : and this was and 19. true. And the party proponent 
doth alledge and propound as before. 

I8th. That on the 23d day of October laft, the faiil 
lady' Grofvenor, widi her children and family, fet ou^ 
frdm London for lord GrofVcnor's houfe, fituate at Eaton, 
in the county-palatine of Chefterj and the i^id lord 
Grofvenor purpofi^d fitting outthe>day following for New-? 
market, to be prefent at the races^ere, and afterwards t^ 
go acrofs'the country to his faiA houfe at Eaton: That 
berladyfhip and her diildFen, together with her faid fiftei: 
jMiis Caroline Vernon, attended' by the laid lord Grof-t 
yen€^r's houfe-fteward and other fervants, fet out upon 
their journey, about two o^^cloek in the afternoon of the\ 
faid day, and w^nt as far as St. Alban*«, in the.<o.unJy of 
ff(irtford, where fee th^ faid lady Grofvenor lay that 
night. And the party proponent doth further alledgp an4 
propound, That fee, the laid lady Grofvenor, having gi* 
Van his faid^royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland iK)tic<^ 
of her fetting out on her faid journey, his faid royal high- 
nefs alfo, oft the fame day,, ftt out from Xondon, afi4 
went to the White-hart* at vSt.Alban*i!v the inn Vfter^ 
fhe, the faid lady Grofvenor^ was: That bi$ royal hi^h^ 
nefs canie there^ attended by one pei;fort. only., appearmg 
as his companion, but without aay-ferva^t? That the faifil 
lady Grofvenor^ whenever ihe had. before crAVeUed, alwaysj 
took great care that iier owa fervant fhould put h^r R) 
• bed, and lie in a room near tc^.her, {be aJw^ys feying flie 
was sfVaid of thieves ip public inuB ; but^ ccu^tcary to her 
vK k 'uka 
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ufual cuftom, as Toon as (he came to the faid inn at St. 
Alban's, fhe told the faid Hannah Birch her fervant. 
That fhe muft lie in the nurfery with the children, and go 
to bed as foon as Ihe could, that tho nurfery might be 
quiet, and which were her conftant orders during her 
whole Journey into Chefhire, as herein after fet forth : 
That fhe, the faid Hannah Birch, as foon as flie had laid 
her ladyfhip'v*> night-cloaths, went to bed in the room 
where the children lay that night, which was at a difFe- 
xent part of the houTe from the rooni which her lady (hip 
had chofe for her bed-chamber. And the party proponent 
doth further alledge and propound. That upon his (aid 
royal highficfs's arriving at the faid inn on the faid ^jd 
of OdtoK-r^ he fixed upon a bed-chamber for himfelf; 
which rooru had a door that opened into the room where 
ihe the faid lady Grofvenbr lay : That after the children 
and the faid Hannah Birch, and the other fervants, were 
gone to bed, they, the faid lady Grofvenor and his faid 
royal highncfs the duke of Cumberland, met in one of 
the faid bed-chamb»-rs, and lay that night, or the greateft 
part thereof, alone and naked, in one and the fame bed 
together, and there committed the crime of adultery :

29th. That his faid royal highnefs profceeded from St. 
Aiban's aforefaid, and arrived at an inn known by the 
name of the Saracen's Head, at Towcefter, in the county 
of Northampton, about two o'clock in the afternoon of 
Tuefday the 24th day of the faid month of Oftober, ac- 
companied by two other perfons, one of whom the party 
proponent doth alledge and propound to be Robert Gid- 
ditigs, a menial fervant of his faid royal highnefs: That 
they were all three on horfeback, and had each of them a 
pair of faddle-bags upon their horfes ; and all of them 
were in difguife, his faid royal highnefs particularly being 
dreCkd in a brown great coat, which he kept muffled round 
his face J and infteadof his own hair, which he at all other 
times before, and now does wear, he appeared in a daric- 
brown or black wig, which came down over his face, al- 
moft to his «yes, and his hat was pulled down over his 
face, fo th^t k could hardly be feen : That at the faid inn, 
the better to carry on their faid difguife, they faid they 
were farmers, and that his faid royal highnefs's name wa^ 
Jones, and the faid Robert Giddings'^s name Tufh j and 
- . w^hen 
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vhen fpeaking ta eich other, they c?Jlcd each other fiir- 
mec: That upon their coming into the faid inn, they in- 
<[uired for bed-chambers, which being fhewn them, his 
fard royal hishnefs the duke of Cumberliind and the faid 
Robert Gidwlgs fixed upon two roomfr for themfel\/fes, 
and the door of that which his faid royal highnefs fixed on 
for himfelf, he marked with a pieca df chaJk, which he 
took out of his pocket for that purpofej that having fo 
done, they dined at the faid boufe, and about three o'clock 
went up into the faid bed-chamber, which was marked as 
aforefaid, and did not leave the fame the whole afternoon, 
fcut before they fo retired, they told the matter of the faid 
inn, that they expe6ie^ a farmer to meet them there to pay 
them fome money, but if he did not come by or before 
twelve o'clock that night, they muft then haye a poft-chaifc 
ready to go and fee after him ; aod the party proponent doth 
^Uedge and propound, that fuch was the difguife of his faid 
royal hi^hnefg and the faid Robert Giddings, and their con- 
4ad! and behaviour fo ftrangp at the faid inn, that the peo- 
ple there formed a very unfavourable opinion of them, and 
looking, upon tbem as being upon fome bad defign, the mat- 
ter of the faid inn ordered fome q{ his fervants to fit up dur- 
ing the whole tin^e they ftayed in the inn, which was ac- 
cordingly do^e ; and about five o'clock in the afternoon of 
the faid day, the faid lady Grpfvenor and her family came 
to tbe faid ina at Towcefter, and her ladyfliip being ihewi> 
the bed-chambers at her defire,, fixed upon a fingle-bedded 
room for herfelf, adjoining to the ropm which his faid royal 
highnefs had fixed upon for himfelf, and the door of which 
he had chalked as afpreiaid, and another room for her chil- 
dren and women fervants; that .upon her coming In (he 
-enquired whit company was in the houfe, and about twelves 
o'clock his laid royal highnefs, and the faid Robert Gid- 
dings ordered a poft-phaife and left the faid inn, and went 
to Stony-Stratfofd in the county of Bucks, the next ftage 
^back to- London, leaving the other perfon with the horfes, 
which *about fivoo'clocJq, in ^he mprijing he went awav with 
lx> Coventry, the ijex.t ftage to Chefler, the road her lady- 
fliip was then going j and the faid lady Grofvenor and her 
family left the faid inn about eleve^^o'clock the next morn- 
ing, and purfued her journey towards Cheftiire ; and this 
iivas'^nd is true, and the party proponent doth aJIed^ and

' Towcetter, and who took the' fame to C^J^ventry, ^ men^ 
tibncd in the next preceeding article, arrived at the Bull'* 
inn, at Coventry, with -tl^e (aid horfos atid a pair of fiddle 
bags on each, about tvVelve o*clock at noon, of.thetwcntyv 
fifth day of the faid month of Oftober ; fend upon hfs ar*, 
rival there, he ^(k2d to look at foftie bedchambers for tw6 , 
Igentfemen who 4rttc coming, artd v^hom, be faid, were his 
maftcrs, that being 'fhewn up ftairs, Jie fixed upon tw<> 
firtgh bedded foofns at fottle diftance ffdm each other^ 
but refufed to have a room With two beds in it* That he 
marked the door^ of the faid two rooms with chalk, and 
YaW he expelled his maflers, who were tmdefmen, that 
^ight ; but if th^ did not conw tkey would pay for the 
lieds, arid at ^e fame time, toW the fervant who fccwed 
'|iim the rooms, that he had lain the laft night in the fafne 
inn at Tdwccfter with a nobleman's family (thereby meinteg 
l:he ferd ladv Grofvenor and her family) and that they

That his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber- 
land, and the faid Robert Giddings, his companion, over- 
took the third man with their horfes^ either upon the road 
to, or at Caftle-Bromwich aforefaid, and there the laid 
duke of Cumberland and the faid Robert Giddings mounted 
* their horfes, and, together with the faid fervant, rode on 
to an inn known by the fign of the Four Crofles, in the 
county of Stafford, which is about thirty-two miles from 
Coventry aforefaid, in the road to Chefter, and to the 
'feat of the faid lord Grofvenor, where the faid lady Grof- 
venor and her family were then going ; that they all ar- 
rived at the faid inn about two o'clock in the afternoon 
of Thurfday the twenty-^fixth day of the faid nionth of 
Oftober, and upon their coming in deiired to look at bed- 
chambers, which being fhewn them, his faid royal high- 
nefs* the duke of Cumberland fixed upon a fingle-bedded

fliip defiredrflie might fee fome bed-chambers, and being 
(hewn up .flairs, in purfuance of jfuch defire, was taken 
into feyeral bed-chambers for her ^o^ niake choice of one 
for herfelf to fieep in ; and thougK there were feveral of 
l^hem very commodious, and one of, them a two-bedded 
rooni, in which her fervarit might have laid, and been 
near her, yet her ladyfliip fixed upon the* very room next

^ (rt^eaning hisr faid royal highpefs) was a little- fooiifi?, and 
that they mull not m;m) What he faid; that be wajs em- 
J)loyed to attend hiiji 3^hii look after him, and they, were 
then riding about to fee tbe country; that his faid royal 
highnefs's name Was Griffith, and his own Trufty, t^ 
which names they anfwered, and v/entbythe fame during 
the time they 'ftaid in th« faid inn ; notwithftanding whicn 
difguife, his faid rpyal higbnefs was known by feveral per- 
fons, who f^w him at the faid inn ; that upon their firft 
froming in^ tbey were anxious about having tjieir \\orks 
taken good care of, and finding there were no ftablcs whicH 
they liked in the inn, they f^nt the third per

tKercwitii' upon the cJoprQf the feid roatn> in the fame nwi- 
ner as He bad before dorie, s^t trie Four-crofles inn^ and a,t 
Coventry ai before- mentioned ; that his faid royal highnef^ 
apd ihc 'fa^d Ro^^jt Giddings,^ after they had dined in the 
fame room together, took a walk about the town, muffle^ 
up as they came to tbe faid inn, and returned about £\if 
o[clock, ^nd ordered tea to be carried up into his faid royal 
hijzhnefs's bed-chamber, where they went, calling for pen 
iiik and paper, which being brought, his faid royal highnefs

36th. That about feven o'clock in the evening of 
the faid day, (he, the faid lady Grofvenor and her, 
fai?iily arrived at the faid inn, kpown by the fign of the,; 
Red-Lion at Whitchurch aforefaid, in her own carriage 
with poft- horfes, and upon going into the faid inn, defirw^ 
to fee bed-chambers, which were accordingly {hewn her ^ 
sitid fixed upon one for the children and her fervants, was 
fhewn feveral for her to make choice 6f for herfelf ; and the 
party . proponent doth alledge and propound. That there 
was a very handfome and commodious bed-chamber within 
the dining-room before-mentioned, and in which room 
her ladyfhip after wardjs fat and fupped, which was fhewn ► 
to her amongft others, but (he declined all that was (hewn 
her, 'till (he came to that next to the rooih his fai^ royal 
highnefs had chofe for himfelf, and the door of which he 
had chalked as aforefaid, when going into the faid room^ 
ihe (aw the paper lying upon the table, which his faid roya|, 
highnefs had left there, and which the party proponent 
lioth expreisly alledge, was left as a fignal for her ladvfhip ' 
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to know which room to fix on, and immediately chofe the 
faid room to lay in that night, though th? windpws t^cr©* 
of were broke, and the room itfelf very cold and da?pp, and 
one of the worft in the whole houfe, all which was particu- 
larly pointed out to her by the fervant of the inn, who at-i 
tended her to (hew fuch rooms 5 yet fhe, the faid lady Grof- 
venor infifted upon laying there : that (he then went Intp 
the faid dining-room to fupper, it being between eight and 
nine o'clock at night, and very foon after (he had fupped, 
fhe retired to the faid bed-chamber to go bed as {he faid, 
and upon the fervant attending her to the faid bed-cham- 
ber, (he ordered her to bring up more coals, and told her 
fhe would mend the fire herfelf, which being brought, fhe 
locked herfelf into her faid room ; and this was and is true, 
and the party proponent doth alledge and propound as be- 
fore. 

37th. That about twelve o'clock at night of the faid 
27th day of Oftober, the faid lady Grofvenor left her faid 
bed-chamber, and went into the bed-chamber in which 
his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland was then 
in bed. And the party proponent doth alledge and pro- 
pound. That the faid lady Grofvenor and his faid royal high- 
nefs the duke of Cumberland were feveral hours naked in 
one and the fame bed alone together, in the faid bed-cham- 
ber J and then and there had the carnal ufe and knowledge 
of each other's body, and thereby committed the crime of 
adultery together ; and in the morning, when the fervant- 
maid went to make the bed wherein his faid royal highnefs 
had lain, fhe obferved, that the fame was greatly rumpled 
and tumbled, the fheets and pillow being at the bottom 
of the bed, and the whole bed in fuch a fituation as plainly 
fhewed, that two perfons had been therein: ^d this was 
and is true, and the party proponent doth alledge and 
propound as before. 

38th. That his faid royal highnefs and the faid Robert 
Giddings, together with the perfon who went for and as 
their fervant, and by the name of John as aforefaid, left 
the faid inn at Whitchurch about fix o'clock the next 
morning, being Saturday the 28th of Odtober, and pro- 
ceeded on their journey, and went to the inn at Barnhilf, 
in the county of Chefter, which is the next flage to 
Chefter, and alfo to Eaton, to the faid lord Qrofvenor's 
houfe, where they arrived about nine o'clock, his faid 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland being muffled up 
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in his grek coat, and his hat flapped, with the black or 
^ Tbrown wig on, as before mentioned : That they flayed at 
the faid inn all thenjorning, where, in order to conceal 
themfelves, they pafled for farmers, and called each 6thcr 
farmer^ and all dined together at the faid inn | and fhe, 
the faid la^y Gfofvenor. 3nd, her family pafled by the fame 
•whilft they were fo at dinner; which being obfervied by 
fome of them, in ^bout an hour afterwards, they all went 
away from the faid inn, difguifed as before, and proceeded, 
immediately to th? fign of the Falcon, a piublic inn in the 
city of Chefter, where they arrived about four o'clo(^k in 
the afternoon; and fhe the faid lady Grofvenor and her 
family arrived at the faid lord Grofvenor's houfe aforcfaid, 
j(which is only three miles from Chefter afoxef^id)^ between 
two and three o'clock in the afternoon of the fame day. 
And the party propone{i|;doth alledge and propound. That 
jiotwithftaadmg flie the faid hdy Grofvenor was five days, 
to wijtj ffprn the 23d to the x^th of the faid month of.Oc- 
tobet, iii .performing her faid journey from London to Ea- 
ton afQref^^j which flic generally ufed to perform in four 
days, >vben traVelling with h^r own horfes.; yet (he tra^ 
veiled port, and. changed horfes at every ftage j but Jier Ja^ 
dy/hip> at every inn, .invented fome trifling excufes to de- 
tain her, merely that.flie might liot go falter .than his (aid 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, who for the mo(t 
part was obliged to, and did travel on hprfeback, in order 
tp.|f^ppoj:t the,ftveral falfe charaflers he affumed, the bet- 
ter to conceal Tiimfelf; and ther^forq could npt travel, fo 
faft as-hgr hi^yihip would have btherwjfe done Vith poft^

nent doth alledge and propound as before. 

39th. That his faid royal' Highnefs the ;duke of Cum- 
berland and the faid Robert Giddings, after having.dra^k, 
a bottle 0/ wine at the faid Falcon-inn at Qhefter^ and 
ordering fuppsr to' bq ready for them there at ten o'clock,: 
leaving their faid fervant John behind at the (aid inn, topk 
their hories,i and rode difguifed as before mentioned to the 
lioufe of one Barbara Jones, a public houfe at Ecclcftpne, ^. 
village within about a mile of Eaton, his. the faid lord Grof- , 
venor.Vfeat, and inquired of her, the faid Barbara Jones, , 
the way to the great gentleman's houfe? to whicl^ (^ re- 
plied, if they' meant my lord Grofvenor's, they muff ke^p ^ 
fucj\ a road j that it was about a mile further ; and being 
(bewn the way, they went towards Eaton aforefaid j and 
L l 2 were 
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. ^ift. Thgtbis (aid rpy^l hig^pofs pfii (he fyid .Robert 
Giddings, together yj^itji thf .(aid man W,ho had 4U<;p4^(i 
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from abroad to buy horfcs, and ofFercd to purchafc fome 
^of lord Grofvcnor's j and at fuch place his Taid royal high- 
nefs pafled for his interpreter, he talking in French; and 
this was and is true, and the party proponent doth alledgc 
and propound as before, 

42d. That on Sunday the twenty-ninth day of Oftor 
ber laft aforefaid, the day after flie, the faid lady Grofve- 
nor, arrived at home, as aforefaid, flie, the faid lady 
Grofvenor, was with his faid foyal highnefs *the duke of 
Cumberland, from between eleven and twelve b'clock in 
the forenoon till between two and three o'clock in the 
afternoon, walking backwards ahd forwards in the park, 
and garden belonging to the faid lord Grofvenor*s houfe, at 
Eaton aforefaid j and whilft the fsdd duke of Cumberland 
^nd the faid lady Grofvenor were together, lying upon th^ 
grafs, a fervant belonging to the faid lord Grofvenor went 
into the field where they then were, to deliver a meflage 
which had been fent to enquire after her ladyfhip's health, 
and that of her children ; that upon feemg the faid fervant 
conning, his royal highnefs got behind a tree to hide him- 
fclf, and the faid lady Grofvenor got lip, and running tOr 
wards the faid fervant, afked him what he wanted ? upon 
which he delivered his meflage, and flie returned an an- 
fwer thereto ; at the fame time telling the fervant, that* 
ihe would take a little walk, and then fit down and reft 
iherfelf J and accordingly flie, the faid lady Grofvenor, re- 
turned to his faid royal highnefs, and ftaid with him for 
upwards of an hour, when flie returned home, with her 
fflibes and cloaths very wet and dirty, it being that day 
very bad weather ; infomuch, that at any other time, her, 
ladyfliip, or any other perfon of her rank, would not have 
thought of ftirring out, inftead of laying upon the grafs : 
and tliis was and is true, and the party proponent doth al- 
fedge and propound as before. 

43d. That on Wednefday the firft day of November, 
his faid rental highnefs, the faid Robert Giddings, and the 
faid man John, leftChefter, and went to the houfe of one 
Johnjones^, being a "public inn, known by the rtame of 
the Toll-houfe, htuate at Marford-hill, which is about 
five miles from Chefter aforefaid 5 where they arrived, oii 
horfeback, about ten o'clock in the morning of the, faid 
day, each of them having the faddle-bags beforementioned 
under them liport their horfes ; that after they had put up 
their horfes, his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumber- ' 
■ * ' * ' land 
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land and the faid Robert Giddings went into the hoiff^^ 
and aflced "the faid John Jones if they could have good» 
beds at his houfe? an4 having fixed upon fuch as they 
would have, the faid John Jones, imagining they were 
ftrangers in the country, they being in the feveral dif- 
guifes herein beforementioned, and having told him they 
were farmers come into the country to buy fat cattle, of- 
fered to fhew them a profped from an hill near his houfe, 
which they accepted of; and being conie to the top of the 
faid hill, from whence they could fee the faid lord Grofve- 
nor's houfe, at Eaton aforefaid, and alfo the city of Chefter ; 
in order the better to carry on the appearance of ftrangers 
and farmers which they had affumed, his faid royal high- 
ncfs afked the faid John Jones whofe houfe that was i(<rhich 
they faw ? and being informed it was Lord Grofvenpr's, 
and that it was called Eaton, he then afked him what 
town that was ? pointing to Chefler, notwithftanding, as 
beforementioned, he was but juft come from Chefter, and 
had been fo often at and about the faid lord Grofvenor's 
houfe at Eaton aforefaid ; that they returned to the faid 
John Jones's houfe, and took their horfes, and rode out 
towards Chefter, faying they would be back about fevcn 
o'clock J but inftead of going to Chefter, they went to a 
farm-houfe in the road to Eaton, where they begged leave . 
to put up their horfes, which being granted, his Sid royal 
highnefs the duke of Cumberland and .the faid Robert 
Giddings went on foot to the faid lord Grofvenor*s houfe, 
at Eaton aforefaid, leaving the faid fcrvant John to take 
care of their horfes : that his faid loyal highnefs the duke 
of Cumberland was afterwards, on the faid day, feen with 
her, the faid lady Grofvenor, in the park and fields belong- 
ing to the houfe at Eaton, for about four hours ;^ at the ex- 
piration of which time he returned to the faid farm-boufe, 
and he and his faid attendants then |ot their horfes, and. 
returned to the Falcon inn at Chefter aforefaid, whcrp 
they dined, and then paid their bill for the whole time 
they had been there, and left the faid houfe in the after- 
noon, and about feven o'clock in the evening returned to 
the faid John Jones's houfe, at Marford-hill aforefaid ; 
and this w^s and is true, and the party proponent doth al- 
ledge and propound as before. 

44th. That his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cum- 
berland, Robert Giddings, and thefervant John, all lay 
that night at the faid houfe at Marford-hill, and abodft ten 
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o'clock the n*Xt mornings b^ing ThurOay the'fecond day 
of November, h\s faid royal highnefs and the faid Robert 
Giddings rode out to the faid lord Grofvenor's houfe at 
Eaton ; that they "^fere feen by feveral people to go into the 
park there, and fhe, the faid lady Grofvenor, was feen to 
go out of the garden into the park, and to be with his faid 
roy^l highnefs alone for a confiderable time together, he, 
the faid Robert GiddingSj being at a diftartce hblding the 
faid dukc*8 horfe. And the party proponent do tli al ledge 
and propound,' that the faid lord Grofvenor had that" moi*n- 
ing fent his gfoom home, to Eaton aforefaid, with a mef- 
fage that his horfes ihould meet him at Whitchurch as the' 
next morning, to bring him home to Eaton ; which or- 
ders (he, the faid lady Grofvenor, communicated to his 
faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, and there- 
upon it was agreed between themi that, in order to avoid' 
being met by the faid lord Grofvenor about his houfe, his 
faid -royal highnefs and his attendants fhould fet ofF from 
Marford that very afternoon for London; and accordingly 
his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland and the' 
fadd Robert Giddings, about two o'clock, returned to the 
fafid John Jones's houfe at Marford, and, in a feeming 
gveat hurry, ordered their dinner to be got ready imhiedi- 
ateJy, faying th^t they miift fet off that afternoon ; and as 
a teafon for departing in fuch a hurry, they told the faid 
John Jone« and his family, that the Young 'Squire, by 
which appeHatton his faid royal highhefs fometinies went 
in the faid houfe, had received an exprefs that his father 
lay dying, and thJlt it was abfolutely neceflary for him to 
go tO'fee him ; that as fobn as they had dined they ordered 
their horfes> and left the faid houfe all three together, tel- 
ling the faid -John Jones, or his wife, that if the Young 
'Squire's father died, when he had fettled his affairs, they 
would come back again in about a fortnight or three weeks, 
for they liked the country well ; and this was and is true, 
and the party proponent doth alledge.and propound as be- 
fore. 

45th. That during the whole time his faid royal high- 
nefs, and the faid Robert Giddings, and their fervant 
John, ftaid at the faid John Jones's houfcj at Marford - 
hill as aforefaid, they were dreffed in the faid horfemena 
coats, and' his faid royal highnefs wore the faid black or 
brown wig, and in all refpefls affefted to appear as far- 
mers as befbrementioncd ; by which appellation they calfed 
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♦ach otjiefi t)ftty now and then, the (aid JRobert 0}44iftgi| 
(who went by the name of farmer Tufli) called Itii^ roy^ 
nighnefs the Young ^Squire 5 that they took e^vfiry oppo?-^ 
tunity, the better to carry on the faid falfc chara^ers 
which they had affumed, to talk about farming or country 
bulii^fs 5 but from their ignorance in fucli matters, it if/a^ 
clearly difcovered they were not What they pretended to be* 
And on the faid Wednefday, the firft day of November, 
flopping at the faid publick-boufe, at Ecclefton, kept by. 
^he faid Barbara Jones, or fome of her family, told his 
royal highneft, they, meaning his faid royal highnefs and 
the faid IlobertGfddings, were not what they prptendeJ 
to be ; and upon' his aflcing her what flie imagined they 
were? Ihe anfwered. Gentlemen in difguife; to which 
jiis royal highnefs made no anfwer, but, tc^cther withl 
the faid Robert Giddings, immediately left; the faid houfe^ 
and went to Eaton aforefaid. And the party proponent 
doth cxprefsly alledge and propound, that his faid royal 
highnefs ana Robert Giddings had with them, at Mar* 
ford-hill aforefaid, five hats, four plain and one laced, and 
four different riding-coats ; and the better to conceal them-? 
felves, frequently changed hats, coats, and horfes with 
cJach other j notwitbftanding which his faid royal highncfi 
l^as known and diicovered by different pcirfons, who hap-i 
pened to meet hitn or fee him, during his ftay- at Mar^ 
f#rd-hill aforefaid ; and this was and is true^ and the party 
proponent ddth alledge and propound as before. 

46th. That from the day Ihe, the faid lady Grofvenor 
arrived at Eaton as aforefeid, (to wit,) from Saturday th^ 
twenty-eight day of OQcber, to Thurfday the fecond day 
of Novemb(&r following, inclufiyCj (lie was obferred by her 
ifbrvaiit* and others frequently to walk out into ifhe gardens,* 
park and fields, belonging to, and about the faid lord.Grof* 
venor's houffe at Eaton aforeiaid, in almoft all weathers^ ^4 
at all times as well after it Was dark at night ^s before, ani 
at fuch times ufed to be out for three or fc3!ur, and' fome 
times more hours togethei*, and frequently at fuch times was, 
feen in company with his liaid royiil hfghne^i theduke of 
Cumberland fomfe times aloiK^, and'fome tnafieswitfetfccfatcl 
Robert Giddings j and for, and d»ring^the faid tit^v her 
ladyfhip's ftockirtgs and petticoats, 3)Och .upper and uiider,* 
were obferved to tt remaricaWy dihy, sTs htgh as Kef knees 
with fieW dirt <fr clay, Whioit t&ey nev4^ ufed to^be before^ 
and at the faid titne^ wheii Qki^ai^ out in thegardeils, park 
M in. ' ana 
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^Vt iotat credit to fuch intimatipji, (and thereupon he took 
«m opportunity of fpeaking to Mktthew Stephens, his upper 
^oufe fervant^ who went fo Eaton with the faid lady Grof^ 
venor, and acquainted faiin with the information he had 
received ; that the faid Matthew Stephens thereupon told 
his lordfhip, he was afraid fuch information was true, and 
then recounted to his l.ordfhip, the behaviour and condu^ 
of the faid lady Grofven^r, during the time (he had been 
in the country, and the reports about the country relative 
to the n)en indifguife, having been ieen about his lordflup's 
houfe, garden, park and fields^ a« herein before-mentioned ; 
and thereupon hh lordihip ordered the faid Matthew Ste^ 
4>bens to fend for his broker Mr. John Stephens, who was 
the adjutant of the Chefbire militia, and who. being come^

correfpondence between them^ he did not doiHit a&er thp 
^iiccounts he bad heard, biit their oorrelpondence ftill fub- 
lifted ; and this was and is true, and the party proponent 
.doth ^^S^ t^d propound as before. , 

49th* 1 b^ on the 17 th day of November* and on 

the 201)1 day of the faid month, the faid lady Grofvenor^ 

.with h«r own bands, gave tvvo letters to the laid Mfathew 

Stephens, io deliver to th« poft* boy, to carry to the poft- 

^office at Whefter; That the faid Matthew Stephens, pur-

fhem again faid, they were farmers, by which tertn they

Iiis faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland the youn^ 
Yqitire, and the faid Robert Giddings farmer Tufh. And 
the party proponent doth further alkdge and propound. 
That after his faid royal highnefs the duke t)f Cumberland 
quitted the room of the faid John Jones at Marford-hill a-* 
forefaid, hp and bis company rode to the Talbot-inn at 
Chefter aforefaid ; from whence his faid royal highnefs and 
the gehtlecnan who had accompanied him from London^ 
returned thereto in pofl-chaifes, leaving the faid Robert 
Giddings and the fervant John to bring their horfes after 
them in the fame manner as they had brought them down :.

That at the fevera! times that his^faid royal h}gh«- 
tieis the duke of^ Cumberland was at Chefler, and the othef^ 
places in the neighbourhood thereof, and in the faid lord 
Grofvenor*s houfe, park and gardens, and other places be* 
longing thereto, as herein before particularly mentioned, tha 
faid lord Grofvenor was from home, and his faid royal high- 
nefs was fo there intirely without the knowledge or appro-* 
bation of his lordfhip, and went there in the abfence of thtf

54th. That the faid lord Grofvenor returned to Eaton 
from Halkin aforcfaid, on the faid Suridav the third day 
of December, the very day his faid royal highnefs the 
duke of Cumberland and the other perfons left MarfoH- 
hijl as beforementioaed ; and on the fixth day of the faid 
month of December, arid again on the ninth of the faid 
month, fhe, the faid lady Grofvenor, gave letters to the 
faid Matthew Stephens tb fend to the general-poft, but 
which he, the faid Matthew Stephens, in obedience to the 
orders of the faid lord Grofvenor before given, carried to 
his lordfliip, who opened the covers thereof, in the prcJ- 
fence of the faid Matthew Stephens and Edward Toms, 
and in each of them found two letters, the one of ^heni 
direfted to the faid roifs Caroline Vernon, the other fo 
the D. of C. That his lordfhip opened the faid letters, 
and having read them, the faid Edward Toms, in thcpre- 
fence of the faid Matthew Stephens, made a copy of each 
of them } and then he and the- faid Matthew Stephens 
carefully examined fuch copies with their originals refpec- 
tively, and found the fame to agree therewith in all re- 
fpeQs, and, in teftimony thereof, they fet and fubfcribed 
their names to iht faid copies refpeftively ; and afterwards 
the originals were fealed up, and fent away, and received 
by the faid mifs Caroline Vernon, who, in purfuance of 
the reqiieft made to her by the faid lady Grofvenor iri her 
letters toiler, delivered thofe direfted for the D. of C. to 
his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland. And the 
party proponent doth alledge and propound, that the whole 
ieries and contents of the faid four original letters refpec- 
lively, th^ letters H. G. appearing to be fubfcribed to that 
wrote to the faid mifs Caroline Vernon, and intercepted

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And this was and is true, and' the party proponent dotlfe 
altedge and propound as before. 

55th. That in fupply of proof of the premiffes men* 
tioned in the four next preceding articles of this libel, ancE 
to all other intents and purpofes in law whatfoever, the 
party proponent doth exhibit and hereunto annex four 
paper-writings, marked with the letters L, M, N, O^ 
and prays the fame may be received and taken as part and 
parcel hereof, as if herein read and inferted ; and did and 
doth alledge, that they are the very copies of the original 
letters, mentioned in the faid next preceding article, fo- 
made by the faid Edward Toms,, and afterwards, by him 
and the faid Matthew Stephens^ carefully examined with 
their faid originals refpedtively ; and that by the words^

fend or carry letters, notes, and meflages, to and for each 
other ; and by the word ** Trufty" appearing in the faid 
exhibits marked M and N, and in the poftfcript to that 
marked N, was meant and intended the faid Robert Gid- 
dings herein beforementioned, and no other perfon 5 and

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nent doth exhibit and hereunto annex a certain paper, 
writing, marked with the letter P, and prays that the 
fame may be taken as part and parcel hereof, as if hereiii 
read and inferred, and did and doth alledge the fame to be 
the very copy taken of the faid letter, mentioned in the 
next precedmg article, by the faid Henry Vigars, and 
by him and the faid Matthew Stephens examined with its 
original as beforementioned ; and that Robert Giddings, 
who attended his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cum- 
berland into Chefhire, at the times and in the manner 
herein beforementioned, and who, upon that occafion, 
went by the different names of Farmer Tufli and Trufty, 
^nd put the fame into the general-poft at Chefter afore- 
faid, was and is one and the fame perfOn, and not divers ; 
and this was and is true, and the party proponent doth 
ftUedge and propound as before. 

58th. That on the faid Sunday the feventeenth day. of 
December, he, the faid Robert Giddings went from Chef- 
ter to Eaton, and ftaid there feveral hours, going back- 
wards and forwards, in and out of the gardens, park and 
grounds belonging to the faid lord Grofvenor, there fre- 
quently walkijig in the back-front of the houfc, and where it 
was moft likely he fhould be feen by the faid lady Grofvenor j 
^.bout one o'clock in the afternoon of the fame day^ that th« 
• faid lady Grofvenor, together with one of her fifters and other 
company, went into* the grounds and fields about the faid 
houfe, and her ladyfhip oblerving the faid Robert Griddings 
in one of the faid fields, left her faid company, and croffed 
a hedge, and a ftile, and a ploughed field, 'till flie came 
into the field where the faid Robert Giddings was, who 
came up to her, and delivered to her a letter, and received 
o le from her in return, and in a minute or two they parte '^ 
ihc going back to her company, and the faid Robert Gid- 
dings to Chefter; and this was and is true, and the party 
proponent doth alledge and propound as before. 

59th. That as foon as the faid Robert Giddings had re- 
ceived the (liid letter to the faid duke of Cumberland, and 
thereupon on Thurfday the twenty-firft day of December 
laft, his faid royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, fet 
out from London, attended by the faid Robert Giddings 
as his companion, without any other fervant, and arrived 
in a hackney poft-chaife at an inn, known by the fign of 
tjie White-Hart at St. Alban's, in the county of Hertford 
before-mentioned, about eleven o'clock in the morning j 
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that his faid royaj highnefs was then greatly difguifed, be- 
ing drefled in a plain brown coat, witn a great coat over it, 
with the cape of the faid great coat put up round his neck, 
fo high as to cover the lower part of his face, had on a 
brown or black wig, with the front part of it combed down 
over his forehead, almoft to his eyes, and in moft refpefts 
in the fame difguife as he wore at the time herein before 
, particularly mentioned ; that they breakfafted in a parlour 
below flairs in the faid inn, after Which they deffred they 
might have abed chamber (hewn them, his royal highnefs 
faying he was not well ; and they were accordingly fliewn 
feveral, but objedied to them all, but defired to have one 
'which they delcribed, and which the faid Robert Giddings 
faid the gentleman, meaning his faid royal hiehnefs the duke 
of Cumberland, had lain in before, by the defcription they 
gave of the room, the fervant who attended to (hew them 
the rooms, immediately knew which they meant, ^nd the 
party proponent doth alledge and propound, that the faid 
room enquired after by them, was that in which the faid 
.duke of Cumberland had lain on his journey into Chefliirc, 
.on the twenty-third of Odlober, and which adjoined to 
that where the faid lady Grofvenor lay the fame night, and 
that a door went out of the one into the other, but the faid 
fervant told them they could not have that room, it being 
engaged by a gentleman, who fhe believed was not gone 
out pf the houfe, but offered them another room at a diffe- 
rent part of the houfe, which they refufed, tho' it was ia 
all rerpe(Sls equally comfortable and agreeable with that^ey 
defired-to have, and they then fixed upon one which they 
had at firft refufed, which was very near the faid room, 
where the faid lady Grofvenor had before lain as aforefaid, 
a fmall paflage only being between them ; that they imme- 
diately took poffeffion of fuch room, dined therein, and 
ftaid there the whole afternoon ; his faid royal highnefs the 
duke of Cumberland at all times, w'henever the fervants 
went into the faid room, turned his face away from them to 
avoid letting it be feen as much as he could ; and this was 
and is true , and the party propohent doth alledge and pro- 
pound as before. 

6oth. That the faid lady Grofvenor and her family ar- 
rived af the faid White-Hart inn at St, Alban's, about five 
p'clock in the afternoon of the faid 21ft day of December, 
jn her way to London from Eaton aforefaid, and upon her 
fariival,- ordered her fupper to be ready at eight o'clock, which 

was 
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wts accordinjely ferved 9$ that time, ind almoft as fbon as (^^ 
liad fupped, ine went up flairs into the bed-chamber where 
fhe had before lai^, where ibe found the maid-fervantof the 
ino, warming her bed ; that her ladyihip upon going into thv 
faid chamber, looked into a ciofet in the room, and under 
tiie bed, and feemed very cautious to f^ if an/ perfon wa» 
concealed in the faid room, and then ordered the fervant to 
Jock and bolt the door on the inflde, that w^nt out of her 
fatd bed-chamber into the other room, in v^^ich his faid royal 
bi|;hiie(s the duke of Cumberlaitd lay, on the night her laay- 
fiup lay at the faid iqn btfore, on their journey into Che- 
^re^ which fhe did, and then the faid fervant gare her the 
key of the other door of the faid room upon the pa&ge^ 
that ibe might lock the fame ; and accordingly after the faid 
ftrvant went out of the room, her ladyfliip did lock and 
Jaften the iaid laft mentioned door within fide ; and thi» 
was and is true, and the party proponent doth alledge amt . 
propound as before. 

6ift. That in eonfeqttence of the feveral tranfeftions 
lierein before naentioned, and of the receipt of the copy of 
the letter figned R» Trufty, fent by the hid Robert Gid- 
4mgs to the &rd lady Grofvenor, as aforefaid, which had 
ken tranfinkted to htm by the fkid Henry Vigars, he the 
£ud^ lord Grofvenor imagined his faid royal bighhefs the 
dvikc of Cumbedand would endeavour to meet her the fatd 
laidy Grofvenor fomewhere upon the road to London ; and 
^leciallvy as upon inquiry after the receipt of the faid let- 
ter, be round his faid royal highnefi was in town in the e- 
vening of the 20th day ©f the faid month of December j 
and in the morning of the next day,/ (being the day flic 
ibe fciid lady Grofvenor was to lay upon the road for the 
laft night during her journey), had gone out of town ; he 
therefore communicated his fufpicion to the faid Mr. John 
StephcBs, who was then in London^ and dedred he would 
kt out and meet his lordflilp's family^ and his brother the 
laid Matthew Stephens,, upon the road, in order to aflift 
Us brother in deteSing her the faid' lady Grofvenor and 
h\$ royal bighnefs, if they fliould attempt to meet toge- 
ther ; and accordingly the faid Mr. John Stephens fet outV 
actd met bis brother and his lordlhip^s j^mily upon the 
roadv at or very near St^. Alban's: That upon the faid 
John Stephens*s acquainting his brother with his errand, 
and the fufpicion? of the faid lord Grofvenor, they imagi- 
jaed> if his laid royal highnefy was any where xi^on the 
^ foad^ 
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jroad, it muft be at the inn at St. Alban's, as it was cer-r 
tain bis royal highnefs was not gone lower down on the 
road ; and thereupon they inquired what company were 
in the faid inn ? and were told, that two gentlemen were 
there ; and hearing the defcription of the drefs of his (aid 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, and the ftrange- 
nefs of bis and the faid Robert Giddings's conduct relative 
to the choice of rooms, and their flaying in their bed^ 
chamber all the time they had been in the faid inn, af 
herein before particularly mentioned, they concluded their 
fufpicions were juft ; and thereupon, about half an hour 
paft ten o'clock, after fhe the faid lady Grofvenor had 
been ki her bed-chamber about an hour and an half, and 
where ihi went to go to bed, as (he herielf faid, the (aid 
Matthew Stephens went to the door of the faid bed-cham^ 
ber, and liftening thereat, very plainly heard two voicey^ 
, therein, one of which was the faid lady Grofvenor's, and 
the other his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland's^ 
and which, from the found thereof, appeared to come 
from the: bed upon which fliei the faid lady Grofvenor and 
die faid duke of Cumberland then were ; aqd thereupon he 
fetched itp bis brother, the faid Johp Stephens, who alfo 
liftening at the faid door, and hearing; the faid voices, the/ 
were confirmed in their fufpicion of his faid royal highne^ 
the duke of Cumba:land being in their lady's bed-cham- 
ber, and thereupon determined to break the door open^ 
which was accordingly done; and tj^y there foulid the 
iaid lady Grofvenor and his faid royal highnefs, (who was 
then witho^it his (aid great coat, but in his o^er coat» 
and bis black or brown , wig, and ftanding in the middle 
of the room, having been suarmed at the noife made i{i 
breaking open the faid door. And the party proponent 
doth alledge and propound. That they had been locked., 
or otherwife faftened in the (aid bed-chamber, alone to- 

f ether, for upwards of an hour; and during the faid time^ 
ad the carnal ufe and knowledge of eac^ other's body, 
and committed the crime of adultery together, on or in the 
bed in the faid room, which appeared to be, and really 
was, very much tumbled, and the clolths thereof pulled 
about, and the whole bed appeared in fuch a manner, that 
k Was apparent fome perfons had been lying; in or upon 
the &me, which it was not when the fervant left her lady-: 
Slip in the fame rootn, after whom the (aid lady Grofvenor 

faftened. 
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fitfteited or locked the door, as before mehtioricd i iTftrf 
ttpon the faid door being firft bfoke open, flie the faid 
Jady Grofvenor attempted to run out of the room, by th« 
dOor which went mto the adjoining room, and which ih» 
herfelf had befofe fattened ; but going againft it with great 
force, it flew open, and her ladyfliip fell down two or 
three fteps : That whilft the faid Matthew iStephens ran 
to aflift her, his royal highnefsr the duke of Cumberland 
went out of the faid bed-chamber into another room ; and 
when there, fpeaking to the feveral perfons prc^ent^ faid. 
You fee, gentlemen, I am riot in lady Grofvenor's bed- 
chamber ; and added, l will take my bible oath that I 
was not in her ladyfhip*s bed-chamber : That durifig the 
whole tranfa6tion, from the breaking open the faid door,^ 
his faid royal highnefs and the faid lady Grofvenor appear- 
ed to be in very great confufion, his faid royal highnefs 
faying, feemtngly in a fright. He hoped no harm was in-* 
tended him : 7'hat foon afterwards the faid Mr. Stephens 
and the other perfons left his faid royal highnefs the duke 
of Cumberland and the faid lady Grofvenor in the faid 
room, where they ftaid fome time in difcourfe together, 
and then his faid royal highnefs and the faid Robert Gid«* 
dings left the faid inn, and went to another, and took a 
poft-chaife, and fet off for London : and this was and is 
true, and the party proponent doth alledge and propound 
as before. 

bid. That the faid Henrietta lady Grofvenor was and 
is of the parifli of St. George, Hanover- fquare, in the , 
county of Middlefex and diocefe of London, by reafoa 
whereof, was and is fubje£l to the jurifdidion of this 
court. 

63d. That of and concerning the premiffes, it hath^ 
on the part and behalf of the party proponent, been 
rightly and duly complainexl to you, the worihipful the 
judge aforefaid, arid to this court ; and the party proponent 
doth alJ^dge and propound as before. ' 

64th. That all and fingular the premiffes were and are 
true, publick, and notorious; wliereof legal proof being 
made, the party proponent prays right and juftice to be 
•cffcftually done and adminiitered to him and his party in 
the premifles, and that you would be pleafed to divorce 
the faid lord GrofvenOr from the faid lady Grofyenor his 
wife, by reafon of the adultery^ fo by her as aforefaid 

committed. 
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«ommittQd; the party prbponent not obliging himfelf to 
prove all and fingulartfic premifles, nor to thfe bucthen'of 
a fuperiluous proof, againft which he protefts ; and prays 
tl)at fo far as he {hall prove in the premifles, he may od-< 
tain in his petition, the" benefit of the law being always 
preferved, humbly imploring the aid of your office in this

tion, and one who would not violate her marriage- vow, 
and always behaved well and virtuoufly towards the right 
honourable Richard lord Grofvenor, her huftand ; and 
for and as fuch a perfon, (he, the faid Henrietta lady 
Grofvenor, was and is commonly accounted, reputed, 
and taken, amongft her relations, friends, neighbours, 
and acquaintance; and this was and is true, publick, and 
notorious : and the party proponent doth alledge every 
thing in this article contained^ jointly and feverally. 

2a. Item, Whereas it is in the fifth pretended article 
of the pretended libel, given in and admitted in this caufe,, 
on the behalf of the faid Richard lord Grofvenor, pleaded 
and alledged, in the words or to the effeft following, (to 
wit) ** That the faid Richard lord Grofvenor, from the

behaved to her not with true love and aiFedion, but 
on the eontrarv with great negled, indifference, and dif-

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dlcfex, and was there introduced into the coffipany of a 
young woman, then in the faid houfe, going by the name 
of Charlotte Gwynne, and the faid Richard lord Grofvc- 
nor did fup that evening in the faid hoi|fe, in company 
with the faid Charlotte Gwynne and others ; and after 
fupper the faid Richard lord Grofvenor and the faid Char- 
lotte Gwynne retired, and lay all night together i^ the 
faid houfe, naked and alone in one and the fame bed, and 
he, the faid Richard lord Grofvenor, did then and there 
commit idultery with, and had the carnal ufe and know- 
ledge of the body of the faid Charlotte Gwynne : and 
this was and is true, publick, and notorioujs ; and fo much 
was, and is well known to the fervants and attendants in 
the faid houfe and others, and the party proponent doth 
ailed ge and propound as before. 

4th. Item, That after the prcmiffes in the next pre- 
ceding article mentioned^ he, the faid Richard Lord 
Grofvenor, frequently, in the months of September and 
Odober, one thoufand feven hundred and fixty-five, or 
one of them, vifited the faid Charlotte Gwynne, at the 
houfe in King's Place aforefaid, and lay witl^ her there, 
one or more nights, naked and alone in one and the fame 
bed together 5 gnd at all or moft of the faid times he fo 
vifited the faid Charlotte Gwynne, at the faid houfe, he 
conftantly committed the crime of adultery with her the 
fard Charlotte Gwynne, and had the carnal ufe and know- 
ledge of her body : and this was and is true, publick, and 
notorious, and well known to the fervants and attendants 
in the faid houfe and others ; and the party proponent doth 
al ledge and propound as before. 

5th. Item, That, after the premifles in tjie two next 
preceding articles mentioned, he, the faid Richard lord 

Grofvenor. in converfation with Johnfon, Efquire, 

arKJ others his acquaintance, hath owned and aclcnow- 
ledged his aforefaid connexion and criminal in^ercourfe ' 
with the faid Charlotte Gwynne, and that he had lain 
•with, and had the carnal ufe and knowledge of her body, 
or to that cffeA : and this was and is true, publick, and 
notorious ; arid the party proponent doth alkdge and pro-r 
pound as before. 

6th. Item, That in or about the month of September^ 
one thoufarkd feven hundred and fixty-five, he, the faid 
Richard lord Grofvenor, did defire the faid Charlotte 
Gwynne to go to Chefter, and told her that he was going 
p ^ewm^rkct, anj;i after he came from thencQ he woul4 

meet 
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iit the faid houfe in KingVplace aforefaid, and then artd 
there lay, and committed 'V-* crime of adultery with her,^ 
and had the carnal ulb and /.nowledge of her body, and 
gave her five guineas^ but exprefled himfelf much difpleafed 
at her npt having gone to Mrs. MoIcfworth*s, otherwifc 
Dclme as he directed, and the faid lord Grofvenor having, 
during fuch their acquaintance together, written and fent 
by the aforefaid Stephens and others, feveral letters full of 
afFeclion to her the faid Charlotte Gwynne ; he then de- 
fired her to deliver him back the fame^ which 'ftie then did 
through the perfuafion of him the faid Richard lord Grof- 
venor and others ; and this was and is true, public and no- 
torious, and the party proponent doth alkdge and propound 
as before. 

9th. Item, That one day, fome time in the year of our 
lord one th*?ufand feven hundred and fixty-feven, or one 
thoufand feven hundred and fixty-eight, the faid Richard 
lord Grofvenor, and Henry Vernon, efquire, the brother 
jof the faid Henrietta lady Grofvenor, were coming together 
from Holywell in Flintfhire, to Eaton in his lordfhip's 
coach, and the faid Charlotte Gwynne pafled them, and 
the faid Richard lord Grpfvenor on feeing her, haftily got 
twit of bis coach, mounted one of his fervant's horfes, rode 
after her, overtook her, and flayed near twenty minutes 
with her, 4nd then returned to his coach, and informed 
the faid Mr. Vernon, that the faid woman who had pafled 
them, a^d who, in reality was Charlotte Gwynae, was a 
millener at Chefter, and an acquaintance of his, and defired 
the faid Mr. Vernon not to mention their having fo met 
her, or his, the faid lord Grofvenor's having taken any 
Dotice of her to the faid Henrietta lady Grofvenor his 
wife: and this was and is true, public, and notorious, 
and the party proponent doth alledge and propound as be- 
fore. 

lOth. Item, That the faid Richard lord Grofvenor, during 
the time the faid Charlotte Gwynne was at Chefter, to 
wit, in or about the month of Oftober 1765, did, in con- 
yerfation with the faid Charlotte Gwynne, exprefs a gfeat 
diflike to the faid Henrietta lady Grofvenor his wife, and 
faid, That he hoped and wifl^d to be divorced from herj^ 
and he the fa'd Richard lord Grofvenor hath, at fundry 
pther times before the commencement of this fuit, cxpref- 
fed himfelf to the faid Charlotte Gwynne, and divers o- 
i:hers of his acquaintance, to the faipe or the like effect :
